streets of Washington. 

It has often been observed that cata 
really care nothing for a master ora 
mistress, but become attached to place 
and not to persons. Not so with this 
particular cat, for at one time when its 
owner changed his residence he pur- 
posely left his cat with friends who oc- 
cupied the house he had vacated, but 
the cat was not satisfied until it had 
found where the new house was and 
taken up its abode there, with evident 
delight at finding its old friend and pro- 
testor. 

In thë treasury department at Wash- 
ington there is one very wonderful cat. 
His name is Tom, and when addressed 
he will quickly respond, even waking 
out ot a sound sleep to go toward the 
speaker, Sometimes, to confuse him, 
the clerks will sing ont some word or 
words in which the syllable tom“ is 
emphasized, and to that he pays no at- 
tention. But let any one call, ‘‘Tom, 
it’s dinner time!’’ and forthwith he 
walks across the room, reaches up with 
his paws to a tin pail, claws it down 

and comes bringing it in his month. 
Tom is passionately fond of music. At 
the cry of ‘‘Hand organ!” he climbs to 
a high window seat, but at the words 
Here's a dog!“ he slinks under a desk. 

One of the most accomplished cats in 
England belongs to Lady Randolph 
| Churchill. It isa maltese Angora, with- 
out spot and with a particularly cun- 
ning face. This cat was bought for the 
late Lord Randolph Churchill during 
| that year or two when his strong mind 
failed and every effort was made to 
amuse him. He was afraid of dogs, tak- 
ing a sudden terror at the sight of them, 
but Miss Angora just pleased him. Sho 
was sent from India by an officer in 


| that country who had taken her parents 


there years before. Her mother had been 
a watch cat, able to keep guard over a 
tent, meowing if a strange step came, 
and of course her children were very 
bright. When this Churchill cat was 
told to Go play the piauo, she would 
immediately walk back and forth upon 
the keys of the baby grand in tho bou- 
doir.

A Pearl Farm. 

There is only one pearl farm in the 
world. It is in the Torres strait, at tho 
northern extremity of Australia, and be- 
longs to James Clark of Queensland, 
Mr. Clark, who is known as ‘‘the king 
of. the pearl fishers,’’ originally stocked 
it with 150,000 pearl oysters. Now 
1,500 men—200 of whom ure divers— 
and 250 vessels nro employed in har- 
vesting the crop. 

“Ihave beon 15 years engaged in 
pearl fishing, Mr. Clark told n corre- 
spondent of the Melbourne Age. “I began 
in a small way aud have given tho fsh- 
éries my close uttention during ull this 
time. My experience has led me to the 
belief that, with proper intelligence in 
the selection of a place, one can raise 
pearls and pearl shells os casily as one 
can raise oysters, 

“I started my farm threo years ago 
and have stocked it-with shells which I 
obtained, in mapy ihres. fur out at 
sea. To grow shells #nccessfully, ho- 
ever, according to my experience thus 
far, the water must not be too deep. 

My pearl shell farm covers 5,089 
square miles. Over most of it the water 
is shallow. In shallow water shells at- 
tain the greatest size, und, besides, it is 
1 85 on tho divers to go down deep for 
them. 


“I ship my pearls to London in my 


‘own vessels. Thie Gatth duch year runs, 


roughly speaking, from $200,000 worth 
up to almost five times that amount.“

With the exception’ ot the Franoo- 
Prussian war, the greatest war Which 


Europe has seen since the days of Napo- 
leon was the Crimean war, which took 
place more than 40 years ago and lasted 


about two years, The campgigus of Na- 


poleon, of course, while they were con- 
sidered short as compared with somo 
previous wars in Europe, were certainly 
long as compared with the Wwurs of the 
past few decades, A distinct movement 
in the direction of the shorter duration 
of wars is to be noticed in the past few 
centuries. 

The campaign in the Spanish Nether- 
lands lasted 43 years. Then followed 
the thirty years’ war in Europe, ending 
in the peace of Westphalia. Civil war in 
England lasted from 1642 to 1660, al- 
though hostilities were not in progress 
all that time, The wars of the Spanish 
succession, of the Austriau. succession, 
the Swedish-Russian war and the Seven 
Years’ war followed, averaging ubont 
ten years apiece, The Freuch and tho 
American revolutions averaged ubont 
seven years apiece. The Napoleonic 
campaigns covered nearly 16 years. The 
Crimean war lasted from 1854 to 1856. 
In tho war of the rebellion, in this coun- 
try, the world saw the latest war which 
extended over four years uf time. 

Since 1865, with the general intro- 
duction of the telegraph, the electrio 
cable and the modern system of rail- 
Ways, War bas become a matterof a 
few months at most. In 1866 Prussia 
defeated Austria in seven weeks, Prus- 
sia defected France in about two 
The war between Russia and 
Turkey begun in April, 1877, and was 
practically finished by the close of that 
year. The war between China and Japan 
began about midsummer, 1894, aud 
ended in Murch, 1895. The present war 
between Turkey and Greece seems to bo 
practically endcd in about four weeks 


from the outbreak of formal hostilities. , 


It scems to be shown by experience that 
two importaut civilized naticus in these 
days of tele ruph and railway cannot 
conduct wars for any length of time un- 
less the contending conutries are sepa- 
rated by tho ocean or some other natural 
barricr.—Boston Advertiser,

A SERMON OF SPECIAL INTEREST TO 
vod LAWYERS. 


| Rev. Dr, Talmage Says if He Were on 
Trial For His Life He Would Prefer a 
~ Jury of Lawyers to Ono of Clergymen. 


Wanmoron, June 37. — Dr. Tal- 
mage’s sermon today has a special in- 
terest for lawyers, and all who expect 
to be lawyers, and all who are the 
friends of lawyers. His text is Titus ili, 
19, Bring Zenas the lawyer." 

The profession of the law is here in- 
troduced, and within two days in the 
Capital City 808 young men joined it, 
and at this season in various parts of 
the land other hundreds are taking their 
‘diplomas for that illustrious profession, 

und is e not appropriate that I address 
such young men from a moral and reli- 
gious standpoint, as upon them are now 
rolling the responsibilities of that call- 
ing represented in the text by Zenas the 
lawyer? 

We all admire the heroio and rigor- 
ous side of Paul’s nature, as when he 
rtands coolly deliberate on the deck of 
the cornship while the jack tars of the 
Mediterranéan are cowering in the cy- 
clone; as when he stands undaunted 
amid the marbles of the palace before 
thick necked Nero, surrounded with his 
12 cruel lictora; as when we find him 
earning his livelihood with his own 
needle, sewing bairoloth and preaching 

ò the gospel in the interstices; as when 
we find him able to take the 89 lashes, 
every stroke of which fetched the blood, 
Jet continuing in his missionary work; 
as When we, find him, regardless of the 
consequence to himself, delivering a 
temperance lecture to Felix, the govern- 
ment inebriate.. But sometimes we 
catch a glimpse of the mild and genial 
side of Paul's nature. It seems that he 
had a friend who was a barrister by 
profession. His namo was Zeuns, and 
he wanted to see him. Perhaps he had 
formed the acquaintance of tbis lawyer 
in the courtroom. Perhaps sometimes, 
when’ he Wanted to ask some question 

in regard to Roman law, he went to 
this Zenas the lawyer. At any rato, he 

bad ea warm attachment for the man, 
and he provides for his comfortable es- 
cort and entertainment os he writes to 
Titus, Bring Zenas the lawyer.“ 

This mau of my text belonged to a 
profession in which are many ardent 
supporters of Christ and’ the gospel, 
among them Bluckstone, the great 
commentator on Liglish law, and Wil- 
berforce, the emancipator, and the late 
Benjamin F. Butler, attorney general 
of New York, and the late Charles 
Chauncey, the leader of the Philudel- 
phia bar, and Chief Justices Murshall 
and Tenterden and ‘Campbell! and Sir 

Thomas More, who died for the truth 
on the scaffold, suying to his aghast ex- 
ecutioner: Pluck up courago, man, 
and do your duty. My neck is very 
short. Be careful, therefore, and donot 
striko awry." 

Trial ef Hastings. 

Among tho mightiest pleas that ever 
have been made by tongue of barrister 
have been-pleas in behalf of the Bible 
and Christianity, as when Daniel Web- 
ater stood in the supreme court at Wash- 
ington pleading in the famous Girard 
will case, denouncing avy attempt to 
educate the people without giving them 
at the same timo moral sentiment as 
“low, ribald and vulgar deism and in- 
fidelity;’’ as when Samuel L. Southard 
of New Jorsey, the leader of the forum 
in his day, stood on the platform at 
Princeton college commencement advo- 
cating the literary excellency of the 
Scriptures; ns when Edmund Burke, in 
the famous trial of Warren Hastings, not 
only in behalf of the English govern- 
ment, but in behalf of elevated ‘morals, 
closed his speech in the midst of the 
most august assemblage ever gathered 
in Westminster hall by saying: “I im- 
peach Warren Hastings in the name of 
the house of commons, whose national 
character he has dishonored; I impeach 
him in the name of the people of India, 
whose rights and liberties he has 
subverted; I impeach him in the name 
of human nature, which he has dis- 
graced. In the name of both sexes, and 
of every rank, and of every station, and 
of every situation in the world, I im- 
peach Warren Hastings. 

Yet, notwithstanding all the pleas 
which that profession has made in be- 

Walt ot God aud the church aud the 
l and the righta of man, there 
bas come down through the generations 
among many people an absurda wid 
wicked prejudice against it, So long 
ago as in thé time of Oliver Cromwell 
it was decided that lawyers might not 
enter the parliament house as members, 
and they were called ‘‘sons of Zeruiah,’’ 
The learned Dr. Johnson wrote an epi- 
taph for one of them in these words: 
God worka wonders now and thon, 
Hero lica a lawyer, an honest man! 

Two hundred years ago a treatise 

~ was issued with the title, Doomsday 
Approaching With Thunder and Light- 
ning For Lawyers. A prominent cler- 
gyman of the last century wroto in re- 
gard to that profession these words: 
“There is a society of men among us 
bred up from their youth in the art of 

’ proving, according as they are paid, by 
words multiplieti.for the purpose, that 

A white is black and black ia White. For 
example: If my neighbor has a mind 
to my cow, he hires.a lawyer to prove 
that he ought to have my cow from me. 
I must hire another lawyer to defend 


a> 


my right, it being against all rules of 
‘aw that a man should speak for hin:- 
self. In pleading they do not dwell upon 
the merits ot the cause, but upon cir- 


‘chmstances foreign thereto. For in- 


stance, they do not take the shortest 
method to know what title my adver- 
sary has to my cow, but whether-the 
cow bo red or black, her borns Jong or 
short or tho like. After that they ad- 
journ tho cause from time to time, and 
in 20 years they come to an issue. This 
society likewiso has a peculiar cant or 
jargon of their own, in which all their 
laws are written, aud these they take 


especial care to multiply. wherehy ther 
nave so conrounded truth and raisenooa 


that it will take 12 years to decide 
whether the ficld left to me by my an- 
cestors- for six generations belongs to 
me or to one 800 miles off. " 

I say these things to show you that 
there has been a prejudice going on 
down against that profession from gen- 
eration to generation, I account for it 
on the ground that they compel men to 
pay debts that they do not want to pay, 
and that they arraign criminals who 
want to escape the consequences of their 
crime, and as long as that is so, and it 
always will be fo, just so long there 
will be classes of men who will affect 
at any rate to despise the legal profes- 
sion. I know not how it is in other 
countries, but I have had long and wide 
acquaintance with men of that profes- 
sion. I have found them in all my par- 
ishes. I tarried in one of their offices 
for three years, where there came real 
estate lawyers, insurance lawyers, crim- 
inal lawyers, marine lawyers, and I 
huve yet to find a class of men more gen- 
ial or more straightforward. There are 


‘in that occupation, as in all our ocou- 


pations, men utterly obnoxious to God 
and man, but if I were on trial for my 
integrity or my life and I wanted even 
handed justice administered to me I 
would rather have my case submitted 
toa jury of 12 lawyers than to a jury 
of 12 vlergymen. The legal profession, 
I belicve, has less violence of prejudice 
8 is to be found in tho sacred call- 
ng. 

= Earthly Resources. 

There is, however, no man who has 
more temptations or gru ver responsibili- 
ties than the barrister, and he who at- 
tempts to discharge the duties of his 
position with ouly earthly resources ia 
making a very great mistake. Witness 
the scores of men who have in that pro- 
fession made eternal shipwreck. Wit- 
ness the men who, with the law of the 
land under their arm, have violated ov- 
ery statute of the eternal God. Wituess 
the men who have argued placidly be- 
fore earthly tribunals, Who shall shiver 
in dismay before the Judge of quick and 
dead. Witness Lord Thurlow announc- 
ing his loyalty to earthly government 
in the sentence, It I forget my earthly 
sovereign, may God forget me!" and 
yet stooping to unaccountable meanness- 
es, Witness Lord Coke, the learned und 
the reckless. Witness Sir George Mac- 
Kenzie, the execrated.of all Scotch Cov- 
enantera, so that until this day, in Gray 
Friars’ churchyard, Edinburgh, the 
children whistle through the bars of 
the tomb, crying: 

Bloody Mackenzie, come ont if you daur. 
Lift the sncck and draw the bar. 

No other profession more needs the 
grace of God to deliver them in their 
temptutions, to comfort them in their 
trials, to sustain them in the discharge 
of their duty. While I would have you 
bring the merchant to Christ, and whilo 
I would have you bring the farmer to 
Christ, and while I would have you 
bring the mechanio to Christ, I address 
you now in the words of Paul to Titus, 
Bring Zenas the lawyer.“ By so much 
as hie duties are delicate and great, by 
80 much does he need Christian stimu- 
Ius and safeguard. We all become cli- 
ents. Ido not suppose thero is n man 50 
years of age who has been in active 
life who has. not been afflicted with n 
lawauit, Your name is assaulted, and 
you must have legal protection. Your 
boundary line is invaded, and the courts 
must re-establish it. Your patent is in- 
fringed upon, and you must make the 
offending manufacturer pay the penalty. 
Your treasures are taken, and the thief 
must be apprehended. You want to 
make your will, and you do not want 
to follow the example of those who, for 
the sake.of saving $100 from an attor- 
ney, imperil $250,000 and keep the gen- 
eration following for 20 yours quarrel- 
ing about the estate until it is all ex- 
hausted. You are struck at by an as- 
gassin, and you must invoke for him the 
penitentiary. All classea of persons in 
course of time become clients, and there- 
fore they are all interested in the moral- 

“ity aud tho Christian” integrity of tie 
legal profession. Briug Zenas the 
lawyer. 
A Bad Cause. 

But how is an attorney to decide as 
to what are the principles by which he 
should conduct himself in regard to his 
clients? Ou one extreme Lord Broug- 
ham will appear, saying: The inno- 
cence or guilt of your client is nothing 
to you. You are to sayo your client re- 
gardiess of tho torment, tho suffering, 
tho destruction of all others. You are 
to know bat one man in the world— 
your client, You are to save him though 


you should bring your country into con- | 


fusion. At .all hazarda you must save 
your olient.’’ So says Lord Brougham, 
but. no right minded lawyer could 
adopt that sentiment. 

Ou the other extreme 
dome to you and say, ‘‘You must never 
prito canse of a bad man,“ forget- 
‘ful of the fact that the greatest villain 
on earth ought to have a fair trial and

thatan attorney cannot be judge and ad- 
vocate ut the same time. It waa grand 
when Lord Erskine sacrificed his attor- 
ney generalship for the sake of defend- 
ing Thomas Paine in his publication off 
his book called The Rights of Man, 
while at the samo time he, the advo- 
cate; abhorred Thomas Paine's irreli- 
gious sentiments. Between these two op- 
posite theories of what is right what 
shall the attorney do? God alone can 
direct him. To that chancery he must 
be appellant, and he will get an answer 
in an hour. Blessed is that attorney be- 
tween whose office and the throne of 
God there is perpetual, reverential and 
prayerful communication! That attor- 
ney will never make an irreparable 
mistake, True to the habits of your 
profession, you say, Cite us some au- 
thority on the subject." Well, I quote 
to you the decision of the supreme court 
of heaven, If any lack wisdom, let 
him ask of God, who giveth to all men 
liberally an ibraideth not, and it 
shall be give ane 

What a scene is the office of a busy 
attorney! In addition to the men who 
come to you from right motives, bad 
men will come to you. They wili offer 


yon a large fee for counsel in the wrong 
direction. They want to know from you 


how they can escape from solemn mar- 
ital obligation. They come to you want- 


ing to know how they can fail advan- ` 


tageously for themselves. They come to 
you wanting to know how they can 
make the insurance company pay for a 
destroyed house which they burned 
down with their own hands, or they 
come to you on the simple errand of

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A MINING: BY STEAMBOAT.. 


pepe Extracting Gold 
From a River's Bed. 


A most valuable and intorosting en- 


4 


terprise in the shape of a gold boat is : 
now in progess on the Snako river, | 
about four miles below Montgomerys | 


Ferry, on the road from Minidoka to 
Albion, which is likely to opon up a 
new field of operation. This boat be- 
longs to Louis Swectser and Gzorge 
Burroughs of the cattle firm of Sweet- 
ser & Burroughs. It has been constract- 
ed by and is under the personal super- 
vision of George Burroughs. This boat 
and its machinery aro the product of | 
the genius and experience of Mr. Bur- 
“roughs. ~ : 

The boat is 105 fect long aud 20 feet 


wide, tho extreme length from the nose. 


of the suction to tho end of tho tailings 
elevator being 150 feet. The gravel is 
lifted by a rotary pump, driven by a 75 
horsepower engine, the action pipo be- 
. ing 80 feet long and 13 inches in diam- 
eter. There are two other engines, one 
of which is used to move tho boat and 
the other to drive a scraper and ele- 
vator, by which the coarse material is 
delivered at a point some distance back 
of the boat. Power is furnished by two 
50 horsepower boilers. Tho boat is 
worked backward and forward across 
the river, the nose of the suction being 
kept against the bank of gravel and the 
boat working up stream. Everything is 
taken up. The material is mostly ordi- 
nary gravel, but occasionally bowlders 
come through, some of which weigh 
50 pounds. 

The material’ f thus mined from the 
bottom of the river is delivercd into .a 
sluice on board tho boat. The upper end 
of the sluice is about six feet above the 
floor of the boat, and the pitch is very 
steep. The sluice is 80 feet in length 
and 4 feet wide. The gravel is sent over 
grizzlies, all tho coarse matcrial being 
carried to the end of the sluice, where 


it ig rummed out by a series of steel 


scrapers running on on endless chain 
and delivered upon a belt that carries it 
in back of the boat and drops it again 
into the river. 

The sand carrying the gold drops 
upon burlap tables. Of theso thero are 
eight on each side. They are 15 fect 
long and 8 fect wide, standing at right 
angles to the sluice nnd reaching some 
distance over the sides of the boat. Tho 
black sand and gold gather on and un- 
der the burlap. When the tables are 
cleaned up, the concentrates aro rocked 
over copper plates, the gold being 
amalgamated. 

The pump delivers 200 yardscf gravel 
an hour. The boat has been built over 
three times. It has becn a success from 
the start, and during the past year it 
has been greatly enlarged. It would 
cost from $15,000 to $20,000 to-dupli- 
cate the plant. Tho operating expenscs 
are in the neighborhood of $20 a day. 
At present the boat runs only during 
the day, but with a force of seven men 
„it could be kept in operation throughout 
the 24 hours. Thirteen men are uow 
engaged in gathering fucl. Some aro 
hauling cedar, while others are cutting 
and baling sagebrush. Tho latter makes 
the better fire, but it costa a little more 
than the cedar. 

Mr. Burroughs says there is no other 
method than the burlap by which tho 
gold can be saved successfully. He bas 
been operating on the river since the 
spring of 1894 and has the credit of be- 
ing the only person to mako a success of 
any extensive plant for saving tha flour 
gold that is found in such abundance 
along the great river for hundreds of 
miles. His views, therefore, are entitled 
to the greatest weight. The gravel he is 
working is worth at best only 10 cents 
@ yard, and he is greatly interested in 
the other sections of the river, where 
the value is eaid to ran to 81 n yard and 
above.—Boise Statesman.

Mme, de Thess Tells a Mysterious Person 
{ Btories of Coming Disaster.

Well, in-all these Italian hands I 
saw premonitions of battle, of rain, of 
bloodshed, and the impression irresisti- 
bly took hold of me that Rome is on 
the eve of terrible events, perhaps of a 
revolution. 

Remember, I do not claim to be a 
prophetess. Human will is so powerful 
that it oan modify to a large extent the 
destiny of each human being as stamped 
on the left hand. Yet it seems to me 
that when so many individuals bear in 
their hands the signs of a common des- 
tiny their united wills, intent on this 
one object, are bound to produce a stu- 
pendous result. Here is a historical fact 
which is surely significant. Most of the 
men who played a prominent part in 
the great revolution had in their hands 
indications of a disturbed, quarrelsome 
life, in which there would be many 
dramas. For these reasons I would not 
be astonished if Italy were to become a 
republic before very long.

The secretary of 
foreign affairs, Alexander Skouzes, pro- 
nounces his name Sko-u-zes, with strong 
accent on tho u.“ The name of Philip 
Varvogles, minister of justice, is pro- 
nounced Var-vo-chlees, the ch“ in the 
third syllable being hard like tho Ger- 
man ch.“ Nicholas Metaxas, minister 
of war, has an easy name for foreigners, 
but the minister of marino, Levides, 
pronounces his name Levee-thes. The 
president of the chamber of deputies 
writes his name Zaimes and pronounces 
it Za-i-mis, with accent on the second 
syllable. Canaris, the fleet commander’s 
name, in pronounced Can-arees, with 
_accent on the first syllable. The name 
of Delyannis a appears in print e every day, 
and most readers have ideas as to ite 
Pronunciation. His Greek neighbors 
call the premier Delee-yanees, with ac- 
cent on the second syllable.

no family names, except in the — 
walks of society, and a man w 
name is Gregorious will call his son 
Gregoriades, pronouncing the“ d' mach 
like „th“ in though.

u Thinking Layman, 
The most casual glance at the col- 
umns of the newspapers betrays the 
| fact that nervous complaints, as re- 
i cently asserted by thé medical profes- 
i sion, are greatly on the increase, Oom- 
| parison will demonstrate that we Amer- 
ı icans are becoming, if we are not al- 
| ready, the most highly strung ram nerv- 
' ous people in the world. 
But nervousness, as expressed by va- 
. rious well meaning citizens, seems to 
i be a certain resentment against noise. I 
aum considering the point from the van- 
tage or disadvantage of a layman. Is 
' mere noiso the cause or simply the evi- 
dence of nervousness? That's what I 
want to know. To be clearer, is mere 
noise the creator of nervousness, or is 
| the universal complaint of these noises 
ı merely the evidence of growing nery- 
, ousness? Most of the errors of reason- 
ing, I believe, are from the confusion of 
cause and effect. 
When a letter carrier suddenly and 
unexpectedly pipes his thin, shrill whis- 
| tle up a vibrant hallway and causes me 
to start, it is easy and natural to say he 
+ makes me nervous. And when an ele- 
vated train, brakes down, approaches a 
| station, causing.every wheel to scream 
and shriek, it gets iny teeth on edge, 
and the chargo is instantly filed against 
tho railroad company of creating nerv- 
: ous disorders, Whereas, the facts are I 
was neryoys already, and the letter car- 
rier’s shrill whistle only démonstrated 
it, and if I had not been a sufferer from 
nervousness the elevated noises would 
simply have had no effect upon my 
mind whatever. And if I sat down and 
wrote to the newspapers complaining 
against all these manifold noises I 
should only advertise my nervous con- 
dition to the whole community. 

I am aware that I shall ran counter 
to the popular theory when I assert 
that noises have nothing whatever to 
do with nervousness. The nervous per- 
son will jump higher and quicker when 
silently approached from the rear, being 
unexpectedly confronted silently in the 
dark, being suddenly touched by some 
one till that moment unseen or-unheard, 
or even prove more nervous under con- 
ditions of absolute silence. It can be 
easily demonstrated that a man who 
can sleep like a babe on the line of the 
elevated road will be awakened at the 
crow of chickens in the country, and 
yet be unable to sleep at no sounds at 
all. The man who is disturbed by the 
noises of the city is a nervous man who 
would toss all night on a sleepless couch 
in the dead quiet of the country. The 
only reason there is more nervousness is 
because our mode of life creates nervous - 
ness. We drink more, smoke more, eat 
more and go the pace generally—and 
then lay it on to noises.—New York 
Herald.

The bacteria which 
produce decomposition are very minute 
plants, which grow, like mushrooms or 
molds, upon organic matter, and which 
reproduce their like with incredible ra- 
pidity. 

Tyndall showed long ago that the 
spe~es of these plants exist in myriads 
in the air, floating everywhere around 
us; that they occupy nll crannies and 
empty places on the surface of the earth, 
and that they swarm in their millions 
in all ponds and puddles. An easy way 
of proving thut these spores alone and 
the plant golonſes which spring from 
them are the, cause of putrefaction 


may be obtained by boiling beef tea in 


n test tube, so us to kill the bacteria, and 
theu, while the liquid is still steaming, 
closing cp the mouth of the tube with 
n plug of tton wool, which admits the 
iir but struſus out the germs of the pu- 
‘retuctive organisms. Onder these con- 
iirions the beef ten will keep good for 
‘Fark, but if you remove the plug it 
Will begin ut ouce co putrefy.—Grant

PASSED THE SENATE. 


Appointment of Conference Com- 
mittee. 


Washington, July 7.—By the de- 
cisiye vote of 88 to 28 the Tariff bill was 
passed in the Senate shortly before 5 
o’clock today. The culmioation of the 
long and arduous struggle hud excited 
the keenest interest, und tre floor and 
galleries of the Senate chamber were 
crowded by those unxious to witness 
the closing scene. 

Speaker Reed, Chuirman Dingley 
and many of the members of the House 
of Representatives were in the rear 
area, while every seat in the galleries, 
save those reserved for foreign repre- 
sentatives, wus occupied. 

The main interest centred in the final 
vote, and aside frow this there was lit- 
tle of a dramatic character in the de- 
bate. The early purt of the day was 
spent on amendments of comparatively 
minor importance, the debate branch- 
ing into financial und anti-trust chan- 
nels. 

By 4 o’clock the Senators began man- 
ifesting their impatience by call for 
Vote, Vote,“ und soon thereafter 
the last amendment was disposed of 
and the final vote began. -There were 
many interruptions us pairs were ar- 
ranged, and then, at 4.55 o’clock, the 
Vice-President arose and announced 
the passage of the bill—yeas 38, nays 
28. There was no demonstration, but 
a few scuttered handclaps were given 
as the crowds dispersed, 


ANALYSIS OF THE VOTE, 


An unalysis of the final vote shows 
that the atfirmative was cast by 35 Re- 

ublicans, two Silver Republicans— 

ones (Nev.) und Mantle—and one 

Democrat. McEnery—tvutal 88 The 
negative vote was cast by 25 Democrats 
two Populists— Harris (Kun.) and 
Turner—and one silver Republican, 
Cannon—total, 28. Eight Republicans 
were paired for the bill and eight Dem- 
ocrats against it. The Senators present 
and not voting were: Populista 5, viz: 
Allen, Butler, Heitfield, Kyle and 
Stewart; Silver Republicans 2, yiz: 
Teller and Pettigrew. 

Following the passing of the bill a 
resolution was agreed to asking the 
House fora conference, and Senators 
Allison, Aldrich, Platt, (Conn.) Bur- 
rows, Jones, (Nev.) Vest, Jones, (Ark.) 
and white were named as conferees on 
the part of the Senate. 

The tariff debate began on May 28. 
on which day Mr. Aldrich, in behalf of 
the Finance Committee, made the open- 
ing statement on the bill, 

ne actual consideration of the bill 
begun the next day, May 20 
Schedule A, relating to chemicals, was 
tuken up. Tne debate has been con- 
tinuous since then, covering six weeks 
andone day. It has been noted in 
some respects, although it has lacked 
many of the dramatic and oratorical 
fentures marking past debates. 

From the outeet the advocates of the 
bill refrained from set speeches, and 
the discussion was narrowed to a con- 
sideration of rates and schedules rather 
than general principles. Mr. Aldrich’s 
illness took him from the chamber 
after the first day, und since then the 
bill has been in the immediate charge 
of Mr. Allison. The opposition has 
been directed in the main by Mr. Jones 
(Ark.) and Mr. Vest (Mo.), while Sena- 
tors White, Caffery, Gray und Allen 
have frequently figured in the debate. 

The bill, as it goes back to the House 
re-enacis the anti-trust sections of the 
Wilson act, while the reciprocity and 
retaliutory provisions are substitutes 
for those of the House. One of the 
most important new provisions added 
by the Senate is that placing a stamp 
tax on bonds, debentures and certiti- 
cates of stock. Aside from these more 
important changes. the bill aa it goes 
back to the House has 874 amendments 
of various degreés of importance. which 
must be reconciled between the two 
branches of Congress. 8

-EASTERN SHORE POLITICS. 


Special Correspondent to the Sun dis - 
cusses the Question of Senator Gor- 
man’s Successor. 


SALISBURY, MD., July 5.—Will the 
democratic party in the Eastern Shore 
counties make an honest effort to re- 
trieve the lost Eastern Shore senator- 
ship by carrying the legisletive ticket 
in the different counties and make a 
sincere and determined effort to elect 
an Eastern Shoreman to the United 
States Senate if the new General As- 
sembly is democratic on a joint ballot? 

An avowed determination to do sọ 
will be helpful toward electing demo 
cratic ‘egislative tickets in several 
counties provided the people believe 
such expressions are sincere. It will 
dono good if the people think it is 
but » promise to the ear not meant to 
be kept but to cast aside after it has 
served its purpose in conventions and 
at the polls. It is a strong card to play 
by ibe democrats, and the idea is re- 
ceiving attention in all the. Eastern 
Shore counties. 

THE SENATORSHIP. 

The question is bound to come up at 
the State convention and it would be 
well for any Eastern Shore county del- 
egation to vote against it, or to have a 
doubtful attitude toward it. While 
much hag been said on the subject, as 
yet no names have been mentioned in 


connection with the senatorship. The 


judicial convention at Denton last 
Wednesday of course had nothing to 
say on the subject of United States 
Senator. That would have been extra- 
judicial, entirely outside the province 
of a convention assembled exclusively 
for the purpose it was held. Very prop- 
erly, too, that convention was silent 
about the currency question. One of 


its nominees is for the free coinage of

Gone Daft Over the Raising of Various 
Subscriptions. 

The approach of the end of tho cen- 
tury in England finds the people gone 
daft over the raising of subscriptions. 
If there be one thing above all others 
that characterizes the Britons of today, 
it is their persistent fondness for oreat- 


‘ing funds, and they seize every pre- 


text for arousing the interest of the na- 
tion in this project und that. The fad, 
for such it must be, is illustrated by the 
present outcropping of schemes for in- 
numerable purposes, all seeking to draw 
money from the purses of the charitable 
and inspired by the approaching cele- 
bration of the completion of the sixtieth 
year of Queen Victoria’s reign. This 
fashion of appealing to the public for 
money because of some national cere- 
mony has not taken root in this country, 
und the citizens of America may be de- 
youtly thankful, if the present experi- 
ence of the English nation is to be taken 
as an index of the logical development 
of the craze. Subscription papers, it is 
said, flutter in every corner of the United 
Kingdom. 

All classes are appealed to for pounds, 
shillings and pence, Shillings lists are 
popular. It is related that a certain 
great project was put forth on the basis 
of a national shilling subscription. It 
Was planned to acknowledge each con- 
tribution in the columns of three Lon- 
don dailies. It soon appeared that it 
was costing 1½ shillings to acknowl- 
edge each shilling, and then the plans 
were changed. Here are some of the 
projects for which these various funds“ 


are being raised, all in the uname of the 


queen’s jubilee: To raise the debts of 
the London hospitals; to create public 
libraries by the score; for the benefit of 
the hospital nurses; for the sustentation 
of the clergy; for the apread of temper- 
ance; for the creation of new parks; for 
the purchase of lifeboats; for the benefit 
of a home for incurables; for the erec- 
tion of “Victoria cottage homes, pre- 
sumably for the benefit of certain ele- 
gant paupers; for the relief of the spin- 
sters of the nation; for the relief of dis- 
tressed Irish ladies; for the prevention 
of-cruelty to children; for the benefit, 
in some unstated manner, of lady may- 
oresses; for the erection of a home for 
the dying, and the climax is capped by 
a fund for the creation of a lethal cham- 
ber for dogs. —Washington Star. 


London and Food.

London is provisioned only 
from day to day, and any interruption 
of transportation facilities from the con- 
tincnt for a few hours would practically 
exhaust its supply of many perishable 
commodities. The Daily Telegraph is 
already indulgħug in gloomy forebod- 
ings on tho subject. It asserts that per- 
ishable food, such as milk, fruit, vege- 
tables and fish, will be scarce and extor- 
tionately dear. Ou the actual day of the 
procession it feura an actual fight for 
edibles. Outerers are already contract- 
ing to supply luncheons nnd dingers for 
the sightseers ou June 22. 

From the terms demanded it is con- 
ceded thatanly milliondires will be able 
to feed satisfactorily. Alarm is inspired 
by the possibility that for several days 
previous to tho celebration the demand 
upon the passenger service of the rail- 
W. win be so great as to disorganize 

trunsportation of food from rural 
England and the continent. New York 
can absorb an influx of strangers far 
more numerous, in proportion to its size, 
than London, and no ons will have evi- 
dence that nll comestibles are not as 
plentiful and E as usual.—New 
Kork Bon. € * *

HOW THE MORALS OF OUR BIG 
TOWNS MAY BE MENDED. 


Dr. Talmage Points Out the Way to Mu- 
nlolpal -Purity — Good Men Must Be 
Named at thé Party Caucus—Othor W 


to Improve. City Etre. 


WasHinaton, July 4.—This sermon 
of Dr. Talmage discusses from a moral 
und religious standpoint the welfare of 
All the towns and cities of our country. 
llis text is Ezekiel xxvii, 8, 0 thon 
that art situate at the entry of the sea!” 
This is u part of an impassioned apos- 
trophe to the city of Tyre. It was a 
beautiful city—a majestic city. At the 
cast end of the Mediterranean it sat, 
With one hand beckoning the inland 
trade and with the other the commerce 
of foreign nations. It swung a mon- 
Strous boom across its harbor to shut 
out foreign enemies, and then swung 
back that boom to let in its friends. 
Tho air of the desert was fragrant with 
the spices brought by caravans to her 
fairs, and all seas were cleft into foam 
by the keels of her laden merchantmen. 
Her markets were rich with horses and 
mules and camela from Togarmah, with 
upholstery and ebony and ivory from 
Dedan, with emeralds and agata and 
coral from Syria, with wine from Hel- 
bon, with finest needlework from Ashur 
and Chilmad. Talk about the splendid 
Btaterooms of your Cunard and Inman 
and White Star lines of international 
steamers—why, the benches of the state- 
rooms in those Tyrian ships were all 
ivory, und instead of our coarso canvas 
on tho masts of the shipping they had 
the finest linen, quilted together and 
inwrought with embroideries almost 
miraculous for beauty. Its columns 
overshadowed all nations. Distant em- 
pires felt its heartbeat. Majestic city, 
“situate at the entry of the seu.“ 
But where now is the gleam. of her 
towers, the roar of her chariots, tho 
masts of her shipping? Let the fisher- 
men who dry their nets on the place 
where she once stood; let the sen that 
rushes upon tho barrenness whero she 
once challenged the ndmiration of all 
nations; let the barbarians who build 
their huts on the place whero her pal- 
aces glittered, answer the question. 
Blotted out forever! She forgot God, 
and God forgot her. And while our 
modern cities admire her glory, let 
them take warning at her awful doom. 
Cain was the founder of tho first city, 
and I suppose it took after iim in mor- 
als. It is a long while before a city can 
get over the character of those who 
founded it: Whero they criminal exiles, 
the filth, and the prisons, and the de- 
bauchery afe the shadows of such found- 

ers, New York will not for 200 or 800 
ears escape from the good influences of 
its founders, the pious settlers whose 
prayers went up from tho very streets 
‘wyhero now banks discount and brokers 
shave, and companies declare dividends, 
and smugglers swear custom house lies, 
and above the roar of the drays and the 
crack of the auctioneers mallets is 
heard the ascription, ‘‘We worship thee, 
O thon almighty dollar. The church 
that once stood on Wall street still 
throws its blessing over all the scene of 
traffic and upon the ships that fold their 
white wings in the harbor. Originally 
men gathered in cities from necessity. 
It was to escapo the incendiary’s torch 
or the assassin's dagger. Only tho very 
poor lived in the country, those who had 
nothing that could be -stolen or vaga- 
bonds who wanted to be near their placo 
of business, but since civilization and 
religion have made it safq for men to 
live almost anywhere men congregate 
‘in cities‘ because of thè opportunity for 
rapid gain. Cities” are not docossarily 
evils, as has sometimes been argued, 
They havo been the birthplace of oivili- 
zation. In them popular liberty has lift 
ed up its voice, Witness Genoa nud Pisa 
and Venice, The entrance of the repre- 
sentatives of tho cities in the legisla- 
tures of Europo was the deathblow to 
feudal kingdoms. Cities are the patron- 
izers of art and literature—architecture 
pointing to its British museum in Lon- 
don, its Royal library in Paris, its Vat- 
ican in Rome. Cities hold tho world’s 
scepter ‘Africa was Oarthage, Greece 
was Athens, England is London, France 
is Paris, Italy is Rome, und tho citios 
in which God has cast our lot will yet 
decide the destiny of the American peo- 

2 Offico Boarers In Dig Cities. 

At this season of the year I have 
thought it might bo useful to talk u lit- 
tle while about the moral responsibility 
resting upon tho ofico bearers in all 
our cities, a theme as appropriate to 
those who are governed as to the gov- 
ernors. Tho moral character of those 
who rule a city has much to do with 
the character of the city itself. Mon, 

“women and children are all interested 
in national politics, When the great 
presidential election comes, ever patriot 
wants to be found at the ballot box. 
We aro all interosted in tho discus- 
sion of national finance, national debt, 
and we read the laws of congress, and 
we are wondering who will sit next in 

| tho presidential chair. Now, that may 
be all very well—is very well, but it is 
high time that we took some of tho nt- 
tention whith ‘we have been devoting to 
| national affairs and brought it to the 
stttdy ot municipal government. This, 
< it sooms to me now, is the chief point 
to be taken. Mako the cities right, and 
tho vation will be right. I have noticed 
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tuat according to their opportunities 


aay 1 been more corruption in 
municipal -goyern ts in this country 
than in the 28005 and national legisla- 
tures. Now, is there no hope? With the 
mightiest agent in our hand, the glori- 
ous gospel of Jesus Christ, shall not all 
our’cities be reformed and purified and 
redeemed? I believe the day will come. 


am in fali~sympathy with those who 


are opposed to carrying politics into re- 
ligion, but our cities will never be re- 
formed and purified until we carry re- 
gion into politics. I look over our 
sities aud I see that all proat. interests 
Dvd? Rod Tessar euna hast, By the 
+ 

character of those who in the different 
departments rule over us, and I propose 
to classify some of those interests. 

Tn the first place, I remark commer- 
cial ethics are always affected by the 
moral or immoral character of those 
who — have municipal supremacy. 
Officials that wink at frand, and that 
have neither censure nor arraignment 
for glittering dishonesties, always 
weaken the pulse of commercial honor. 
Every shop, every store, every bazaar, 
every factory in the cities feels the 
moral, character of the city hall. If in 
any oity there be a dishonest mayoralty 
or an unprincipled common council or 
u court susceptible to bribes, in that city 
there will be unlimited license for -all 
kinds of trickery and sin, while, on the 
other hand, if officials are faithful to 
their oath of office, if the laws are 
promptly executed, if there is vigilance 
in regard to the ontbranchings of crime, 
there is the highest protection for all 
bargain making. 

A merchant may stand in his store 
and.-say: Now, III have nothing to do 
with city, polities. I will not soil my 
hands with the slush.“ Nevertheless 


the most insignificant trial in the po- 


lice court will. affect that- merchant di- 
rectly or indirectly. What style of clerk 
issues the writ; what style of constuble 
makes the arrest; what style of attor- 
ney issucs the plea; what style of judge 
charges the jury; what style of sheriff 
executes the sentence—these are ques- 
tions that strike your counting rooms 
to the center. You may not throw it 
off. In the city of New York Christian 
merchants for a great while said, ‘*We'll 
have nothing to do with the munageé- 
ment of public affairs,” and they al- 
lowed everything to go at loose ends 
until there rolled up in that city a debt 
of nearly $120,000,000, The municipal 
government became a hissing and a by- 
word in the wholo carth, and then the 
Christian merchants saw their folly, 
and they went and took possession of 
the ballot boxes. I wish all commercial 
meu to understand that they are not in- 
dependent of the moral character of the 
men who rule over them, but must be 
thoroughly, mightily affected by them. 
Intorests of tho School, 

So also of the educational interests of 
a city. Do you know that there are in 
this country about 70,000 common 
schools, and that there are over 8, 000, 000 
pupils, and thut the majority of those 
schools and the majority of those pupils 
are in our cities? Now, this great mul- 
titude of children will be affected by 
the intelligence or ignorance, the vir- 
tue or the vice; of boards of education 
and boards of coutrol. There are cities 
where educational affairs aro settled in 
tho low caucus in the abandoned parts 
of the cities by men full of iguorunco 
and rum. It ought not to be so, but in 
many cities itisso. I hear the tramp 
of coming generations» What that great 
multitudo of youth shall be for this 
world and the next will be affected very 
much by the character of, your public 
schools, You had better multiply the 
moral and religious influences about tho 
common schools rather than subtract 
from thom. Instead of driving the Bi- 
ble ont you had better drive tho Biblo 
farther in, May God defend our glori- 
ous common school system and send in- 
to rout and confusion all its sWorn ene- 
mies! 

I haye also to gay that the character 
of officials in a city affects the domestic 
circle. In a city where grogshops have 
their own way, and gambling hells are 
not interfered with, nnd for fear of los- 
ing political influence officials close 
their eyes to festering abominations—in 
all those’cities the home interests need 
to make imploration, The family cir- 
cles of the city must inevitably be af- 
fected by the moral character or the 
immoral character of those who rule 
over them. 

I will go further and say that tho re- 
ligious-interests of a city are thus affect. 
ed. The church today has to contend 
with evils that the civil law ought to 
smite, nud while I would not have the 
civil government in any wise relax ita 
energy in the arrest nnd punishment of 
crime I would have a thousandfold 
moro energy put forth in tho drying up 
of the fountains of iniquity. The church 
of God asks no peouniary aid from po- 
litionl power, but docs ask that in ad- 
dition to all the evils we must necessa- 
rily contend against we shall not have 
to fight also municipal negligence, Oh, 
that in all cur cities Christian people 
would rise up, and that they would put 
their hand on the helm before piratical 
dèmagogues hive swamped the ship! 
Instead of giving so much time to na- 


tional politica give some of your atten- 


tion to municipal government. 

I demand that the Obristian people 
who have been standing aloof from pub- 
lio affairs oom back, and in the might 
of God try to save our cities. If thi 
are dr hiive been bad, it is because good 
people. have lot them bo bud. That 
Qbristian man who merely moes to the 


polls and casts his vote does not do his 
duty. It is not the ballot box that de- 
cides the election; itis the political cau- 
cus, and if at the primary meetings of 
the two politica! parties unfit and bad 
men are nominated then the ballot box 
has nothing» to do save to take its 
choice, between two thieves.. In our 
churches, by reformatory organization, 
iu every way let us try to tone up the 
moral sentiment in these cities. Tho 
rulers are those whoni the people choose, 
and. depend upon it that in all the cit- 
ies, us long as pure hearted men stand 
aloof from politics because they despise 
hot partisanship, just so long in many 
of. our cities will rum make the nomi- 
nations, and rum control the ballot box, 
nud rum inaugurate-the-officiale:—— 

I take a step further iu this subject, 
und ask all those who believe in the 
omnipotence of prayer, day by day, and 
every day; present your city officials be- 
fore God for a blessing. If you live ina 
city presided over by a mayor, pray for 
him. The chief magistrate of u city is 
in a position of great responsibility. 
Many cf the kings and quecus and em- 
perors of other days-had no such domin- 
ion, With the scratch of a peu he may 
advance a beneficent institution or balk 
„ tuliway confiscation. By appoint- 
‘sents he may bless or curse every 
Menxthatone in the city. If in the Epis- 

„ “hurches, by the authority of 
tLe 'tuny, and in our nonepiscopate 


cLuichus, we overy Sabbath pray for the 


president of the United Stutes, why not, 
then; be just as hearty in our supplica- 
tious for the chief magistrates of cities, 
for their guidance, for their health, for 
their present and their everlasting mor- 
ality? . 

But go farther and pray for your com- 
mon council if your city has a common 
council. They hold in their hands a 
power splendid for good or terrible for 
evil. They have many temptations. In 
many of the cities whole boards of com- 
mon councilmen have gone down in the 
maelstrom of political corruption. They 
could not stand the power of tho bribe. 
Corraption came in and sat beside them 
and sat behind them and sat before 
them. They recklessly voted away the 
hard earned moneys of the people, They 
were bought out, body, mind and soul, 
do that at the end of their term of office 
they had uot enough of moral remains 
left to make a decent funeral. They 
went into office with the huzza of the 
multitude. They came out with the 
anathema of all decent people. There iz 
not ono mau out of a hundred that can 
endure the temptations of: the common 
councilmen in our great cities. If a man 
in that position have the courage of a 
Cromwell, aud the independence of an 
Andrew Jackson, and the public spirit- 
edness of u John Frederick Oberlin, nud 
the piety of an Edward Payson, he will 
have no surplus to throw away. Pray 
for these men. Rvery man likes to be 
prayed for. Do you know how Dr. Nor- 
man McLeod became the queen’s chap- 
lain? It was by a warm hearted prayer 
in the Scotch kirk in behalf of tho roy- 
al family one Sabbath when the queen 
and her son were present incognito. 

Pray For the Police. 

Les, go further, my friends, and pray 
for your police—their perils uud temp- 
tations, beat known to themselves. They 
hold the order and peace of your cities 
in their grasp. But for their interven- 
tion you would not be safe for an hour. 
They must face the storm, They must 
rush in where it seems to them almost 
instant death, They must put the hand 
of arrest on the armed maniac and cor- 
ner the murderer. They must refuso 
largo rewards for withdrawing cum- 
plaints. They must unravel intricato 
plots and trace dark labyrinths of crime 
and develop suspicions into certainties. 
They must be cool while others are 
frantic.. They must bo vigilant whilo 
othera are somnolent, impersonating the 
very villainy they want to seizo, In tho 
police forces of our great cities aro to- 
day men of as thorough character as 
that of tho old detective of New York 
addressed to whom there came letters 
from London asking for help ten yours 
after ho was dead—letters addressed to 
Jacob Hayes, High Constable of New 
York.’ Your police need your appre- 
oiut ion, your sympathy, your gratitude, 
and, above all, your prayers, Yoa, I 
want you tò go further and pray every 
day for prison inspectors and juilkeep- 
era—work awful and beneficent. Rough 
men, cruel men, impatient men, are 
not fit for those places. They have un- 
der their care men who were onto as 
good as you, but they got tripped up. 
Bad company, or strong drink, or 
strange conjunction of circumstances 
flang them headlong. Go down that 
prison corridor and ask them how they 
got in, and about their families and 
what their early prospecte in life were, 
and you will find thut they are very 
much like yourself, except in thie, that 
God kept you, while he did not reatrain 
them. Just one falso step made the dif- 
férouce between them and you. They 
wabt more than prison bars, more than 
jail fare, more than handcuffs and hop- 
ples, more thau a vermin covered couch, 
to reform them, Pray God day by day 
that the men who have these unforta- 
nates in charge muy be merciful, Obris- 
tianly strategic, und the means of ref- 
ormation aud rescue, 

Seme years ago a city pastor in New 
York was called to the city prison to 
attend u funeral. A young womau had 
committed a crime and was incarcerate 
ed, and her mother camo to visit ber, 
und died on the visit. Thu mother, hav- 
ing uo home, was buried from her 
daughter's prison coll. After the service 


was over the imprisoned daughter came | 


up to the minister of Christ and said, 
‘*Wouldn’t you like to see my poor 
mother?’* And while they stood at the 
coffin the minister of Christ auid to that 
imprisoned soul, Don't you feel today, 
in the presence of your mother’s dead 
body, as if you ought to make a vow, 
before God that you will do differently 
and live a better life?’’ She stood fora 
few moments, and then the tears rolled 
down her checks, nud she pulled from 
her right haud the worn out glove that 
she had put on in honor of the obsequies, 
and, having bared her right-hand, she 
put it upon tho chill brow of her dead. 
mother, and said: By the help of God 
I swear I will do differently! God help 
me!" And she kept her vow. Aud years 
after, when she was told of the incident, 
she aaid: When that minister- of the 
gospel said, God bless you and help you 
to keep the vow that you have made, 
I cried ont, and I said: ‘You bless mel 
Do you bless me? .Why, that’s the first 
kind word I've heard in ten years,’ and 
it thrilled through my soul, and it waa 
the means of wy reformation, and ever 
since, by the grace of God, Iwe tried 
to live u Christinan life.“ Oh, yes, there 
are many amid the criminal classes that 
may be reformed.. Pray for the men 
who have these unfortunutes in charge, - 
and who kuows but that wheu you are 
leaving this world you muy hear the 
voice of Ohrist dropping to your dyiug 
pillow, saying, I was sick uud iu prison, 
and you visited me.“ Yeu, 1 take the 
suggestion of the Apostle Paul aud ask 
you to pray for all who are iu authority, 


lives in godlinoss and honesty. 
God's Representativos. 
My word vow is to ull who may 


come to hold any public position of , 


trust in any city. You are God's repre- 
sentatives. God, the King and Ruler and 
Judge, seta you in his place. Oh, be 
faithful in the discharge of all your du- 
ties, so: that when all our cities are in 
ashes and the world itself isn red scroll 
of flame you may be in the mercy and 
grace of Christ rewarded for your faith- 
fulness. It was that feeling which gave 
such eminent qualifications for office to 
Neal Dow, mayor of Portland, and to 
Judge MoLean of Ohio, and to Benja- 
min F. Butler, attorney general of New 
York, and to George Briggs, governor 
of Massachusetts, and to Theodore Fre- 
linghuysen, senator of the United 
States, aud to William Wilberf: 
member of the British parliament. You 
may make the rewards of eternity the 
emoluments of your office. What care 
you for adverse political criticism if you 
have God on your aide? The one or the 
two or the three years of your publio 
trust will pasa away, and all the years 
of your earthly service, aud then the 
tribunal will be lifted, before which 
you and I must appear. May God make 
you £0 faithful now that the last acene 
shall be to you exhilaration and rap- 
ture, I wish now to exhort all good peo- 
ple, whether they are the governors or 
the governed, to make one grand effort 
for the salvation, the purification, the 
redemption of our American cities. Do 
you not know that there are multitudes 
going down to ruin, temporal and eter- 
nal, dropping quicker than words drop 
from my lips? Grogshops swallow them 
up. Gambling hells devonr them. 
Houses of shame are damning them. 
Oh, let us toil ond pray and preach 
and vote until all these wrongs are 
righted! What we do we must do quiok- 
ly. With our rulers, and on the same 
platform, we must at last come before 
the throne of God to answer for what 
wes have done for the bettering of our 
great towns. Alas, if on that day it be 
found that your hand bas been idle and 
my pulpit bas been silent! Oh, ye who 
are pure and honest and Christian, go 
to work and help to make tho cities 
pure and honest and Ohristian! 

Lest it may have been thought that I 
am addressing only what are called the 


better classes my final word is to some 


dissolute soul to whom those words may 
come: Though you may be covered 
with all orimes, though you may be 
smitten with all leprosies, though you 
may have gone through the whole cata- 
logue of iniquity, and may not havo 
been in church for 20 years, you may 
have your nature entirely reconstructed; 
and upon your brow, hot with infamous 
practices and besweated with exbaust- 
ing indulgences, God will place the 
flusbhing coronet of n Saviour's forgive- 
ness. Oh, no,“ you gay. It you knew 
who Iam aid Where I came from, you 
wouldn't say that tome. I don't believe 
the gospel you are preaching speaks of 
my case. Les, it does, my brother. 
And then, when you tell me that, I think 
of what St. Teresa baid when reduced 
to utter. destitution, Having only two 
pieces of money left, sho jingled the. 
two pieces of money in her hand. and 
said, ‘‘St. Teresa and two pieces of mon- 
ey are nothing, but St. Teresa and two, 
pieces of money and God are all things.“ 
And I tell you now that while a ain and 
a sinner are nothing, a sin and a sinner 
and an all forgiving and all compas- 
sionate God are everything, 4

prodigul. Oome, people of God, let us 
go out and meet him, Gob the beat 
robe you cay find in all the wardrobe.

The most éffective cleansing sub- 
stance for the Containers and wick ap 
paratus consists of ordinary wood ash, 
This has a peculiar effect upon petro- 
leum, crystal and other oils of the same 
kind, Rub the ashes well all over the 
parts that require cleaning and polish 
or wipe it off with a clean, soft cloth. 
This is a very simple method and obvi- 
ates the use of water, which may prove 
a serious difficulty, especially if the op- 
erator is not very particular as regards 
the drying process. This treatment 
should not, however, entirely do away 
with a periodical boiling of the differ- 
ont parts of the lamp with strong soda, 
but the regular use of wood ash should 
make the washing a last resource and 
an altogether rare necessity. 

Tho strictest cleanliness in every de- 
tail concerning lamps is of the greatest 
importance not only to insure n good 
light free from smell, but also as a pre- 
ventive against danger. Odd bits of 
wick allowed to collect anywhero near 
the flame, for instance, are objection- 
able from every point of view. i 

Lamps that are but rarely used should 
not be left with the wick to become sat- 
urated through contact with the oil. 
Tho best plan is to empty the container, 
, clean it as above, dry the wick if it is 
new, and put it aside in a box, into 
which dust cannot penetrate, till it is 
wanted again. 

For these days, when candles are so 
much used, it is well to know that there 
is an art in choosing them. They should 
burn brightly, steadily, and without 
flickering, yet at the same tiifie dwin- 
dle away as slowly as possible. The can- 
dle that gutters is to be avoided as ex- 
travagant and worthless. The best of 
all are those which are partially hol- 
lowed out, so that if the flame is ex- 
posed to n draft the melted wax runs 
down tho inside. A thin, close wick 
will always burn better than a thick 
one. One of the cleverpst contrivances 
adapted to candles is a metal automatio 
extinguisher. It can bo fixed to any re- 
quired depth of the candle, say one inch, 
more or less, and as soon as that quan- 
tity has burned away two metal rings 
close over the flame and effectually put 
it ont. Something of the kind has al- 
ready been seen, but the newer patent 
is much more practical, from the very 
fact that it can be fixed to any part of 
the candle instead of being placed in the 
candle holder, for in the latter case it 
could not act until the illuminant had 
quite burned down, when the extin- 
guisher was obviously ot doubtful util- 
ity.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


The Fur Seal as an Animal. 

Mr. David Starr Jordan, president of 
the Bering sea cémmission for 1896, 
and George Archibald Clark, secretary: 
to the commission, say in The Forum: 

The male fur seal, or ‘‘beachmaster,”’ 
reaches full maturity at the age of 7 
years. At that timo his weight is about 
400 to 500 pounds, being considerably 
heavier when first in from the sea in 
the spring or after feeding in the fall 
than in the intervening period, when 
he fasts on land and grows gradually 
lean and weak. The males vary consid- 
erably in color, the general shade being 
black or dark brown, with longer hair 
or bristles of yellowish white. These 
are especially long and numerous on the 
thickened back of the neck, forming the 
eo called Wg. 

The wigged males have a rough, 
coarse coat, and their skins are without 
market value. The animal makes its 
home on the rocky shores of the islands 
in large, closely massed bands, forming 
what are called ‘‘rookeries.’’

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_ ANCIENT STRUCTURES. 


Something About tho Architecture of 
/ Early New England. 

Hardly 20 houses in all New Eng- 
land dating back of 1700 are yet in ex- 
istence, unless in a materially trans- 
formed condition. At best the most of 
them were very rongh, box shaped, with 
a door in one side and a high pitched 
roof, to make the snow slide off easily, 
and a chimney of prodigious size. A 
few years ago the great chimney of the 
house at Boscawen, where General 
John A. Dix was born, was torn down 
and found to contain 150,000 of brick. 
The chimney of the Darling house in 
this town, destroyed about the same 
time, was about as large. Its removal 
provided’ the house with a good sized 
additional room. Almost all the seven- 
teenth century houses were wooden, 
though about the oldest structure in 
New England was built of stone at 
Guilford, Conn., in or near 1688. Exe- 
ter’s oldest, the Darling house, is about 
10 or 11 years younger. Exeter had on- 
ly three brick houses dating far back 
into the eighteenth century, and now 
has only two, if they still can be called 
brick after being covered with wood 
and receiving large wooden extensions. 
These are the Peavy house, on the New- 
market road, and the old house off Wa- 
ter street built by Nathaniel Ladd. 
Both were erected between 1720 and 
1780, the Peavy house, of which James 
Gilman was the builder, replacing an 
older structure which had been burned. 
Tho very picturesque Dennett Gilman 
house, a brick structure with gambrel 
roof, which stood about where the Amos 


Tuek house now stands, was torn down 


about 60 years ago. The block near tho 
great bridge is of nineteenth century 
origin, having been built by Major Sim- 
eon Folsom about 1813. 

Dwelling house architecture first be- 
came a really fine art in New England 
during the flush times which intervened 
between Wolfe's capture of Quebec in 
1759 and the Revolutionary outbreak of 
1775. It was then that the older of the 
stately mansions of Portsmouth and 
Newburyport were erected. The war 
pretty effectively stopped house build- 
ing, but by 1800 prosperity bad returned, 
and New England shipowners became 
very rich. The house building mania 
broke out again in the form of those 
great, square, three story houses of 
which Exeter has a few and of which 
Salem, Newburyport and Portsmouth 
are full. 

The magnates of 1800-10 disliked 
gambrel roofs and had no patience with 
nooks and passages. They were plain, 
downright and utilitarian men, and 
they built houses as square as them- 
selves, with no nonsense about them, 
except perhaps the usually superfiuous 
third story. Were these worthies to re- 
turn to earth they might appreciate the 
many modern improvements which 
have been introduced in architecture, 
but they would be pretty sure to repu- 
diate with scorn the adornments for 
which poor Queen Anne has been held 
responsible. — Exeter (N. H.) News 
Letter. 


Evolution of Gunpowdcr. 

Tho invention of gunpowder is shown 
by Mr. Oscar Guttmann, in his book on 
the manufacture of explosives, to have 
been most probably an evolution. The 
Greek fire of naphtha, mentioned by 
early European and Arabian writers, is 
believed to have been a composition 
containing niter, sulphur and charcoal. 
Marcus Griecus, who wrote in the tenth 
century, gives a composition for charg- 
ing rockets aud crackers closely ap- 
proaching that of modern blasting pow- 
der. This recipe is quoted by Albertus 
Magnus, and another one, not xo clear, 
is given by Roger Bacon. None of these 
writers, however, speaks of the use of 
such substances in any way like the fir- 
ing of projeotiles from guns: On the 
contrary, they all describe crackers and 
bombs or maroons, and say that these 
were discharged into towns from bal- 
listæ or catapults or mangonels for the 
purpose of setting fire to them. 

Mr. Guttmann has found, however, in 
the wardrobe accounts of King Edward 
III of England an entry between A. D. 
1845 and 1849 giving credit to one 
Thomas of Roldeston for the king’s work 
for his guns, for 912 pounds of saltpeter 
and 886 pounds of live sulphur. This 
seems to confirm the tradition that guns 
were used by the English at tho battle 
of Crecy in 1846, Mr, Guttmann decides 
that Berthold Schwartz invented this 
uso oft gunpowder about 4818. If. s0, 
Schwartz must have been very young at 
the time or else have lived to u v 
great age, for tho date of his death is 
pm as 1884.—Popular Science Month-

I induced the 
neighbor to set them free, and, apparent- 
ly to reward me, they took up their 
abode in tho tall cottonwoods and pop- 
lara about the lawn, but more likely be- 
cause the neighbor had no large trees, 
While they remained an occasional wild 
squirrel would call or spend the day in 
the great trees with my tame ones, But 
the villainous pot hunter and his worth- 
less cur destroyed my pets and drove the 
visitors back to their wild state, 

Tho gray squirrel is not as provident 
as the little ground squirrel, who toils 
through the long days of summer and 
fall te provide himself a home and lay 
up a storo for winter use. What little 
the gray squirrel does lay by for a rainy 
day is not stored in his don, but scatter- 
ed here and there about the woods, like 
tho prudent housewife afraid to put all 
the eggs in one basket. 

I learned from my tame squirrels 
their method of hiding nuts. Tho nut is 
carried in the mouth, nud somo time 
and thought are given to the selection 
of n likely place to hide it. When the 
spot is finally decided upon, a hote the 
size of the nut is dug in the ground, the 
nut thrust in- and pushed down hard 
with the nose, n little carth pressed and 
patted down, and leaves or grass tossed 
about in the most natural way. -After 
a snowfall their trucks will be found in 


every direction, from tho deu trees to. 


all parts of the wood, Following these 
trails, one will find many little holes 
in the snow where hidden nuts have 
been dug up.—J. H. Kennedy in Har- 
per’s Magazine.

MILLIONS IN BUTTONS 


ij CATCHES MADE OF COSTLY DIAMONDS 
IN THE DAYS OF LOUIS XIV. . 


An Inventory That Reads Like a Fairy 
Tule—The Ridiculous Mania For Gigan- 
tie Buttons In the Eighteenth Century. 
Collectors Pay High Prices, 


Recently at the Hotel Drouot there 
Was a sale of a curious and interesting 
collection of ancient buttons, the proper- 
ty of Baron Perignan of Paris. Thiscol- 
lection, which was exhibited in 1889 at 
the exposition of decorative arts, might 
rival any one of those belonging to the 


most enthusiastio buttonists in the 
world. Olapisson, the musician, col- ; 


lected 7,750 different specimens. In 
1849 a collector in Ghent exhibited 
more than 30,000, and M. Maignien, 
the librarian of the Grenoble library, 
gained a certain reputation in this 
branch of curiosities through his collec- 


tion of -buttons of liveries and of uni- 
forms. 


The buttons of the eighteenth century 


bring high prices in the market at the 
Present time. There are some of them 
that Fragonard, we are told, decbrated 
with his marvelous pencil, In his time 
it was fashionable to make presents of

Fot pearl button became general. 

The oldest buttons at present in the 
museums and among the collections are 
the gold buttons discovered at Mycenm, 
at thetime of the excavations undertak- 
en by Dr. Schliemann, and alsd those 
found in the tomb of Childeric I. The 

latter were exhibited at the Louvre in 

the Musce des Sonverains. They are 
made of gold and of colored glass, imi- 
tating garnet. Buttons detached from 
copes and religions garments of the 
middle ages and of the renaissanco 
have also been discovered. : 

But the richest things of the kind, te- 
yond a doubt, are those that were worn 
by Louis XIV. M. Maze-Sencier, in the 
“Register of Diamonds and Presents to 
the King,’’ at present preseryed in the 
ministry of foreign affairs, gives an offi- 
cial account of the buttons of that pomp- 
ous sovereign. It is as follows: 

“Feb. 8; 1685.—Montarey presented 
to the king 80 diamond buttons, valued 
at 180,080 livres, 

“May 7, 1685.— Made and delivered 
by Sieur Bose, 6 dinmond buttons;-80}- 
000 livres, 

„July 26, 1685.—Handed over by 
Montarcy to the Marquis de Seignelay 
for the king 75 diamond buttons, 586,- 
703 livres. 

Aug. 1, 1685.—Two diamond but- 
tons, 67,866 livres. 

„Aug. 16, 1685.—Three diamond but- 
tons, 69,660 livres. 

“Dec. 20, 1685,—Four diamond but- 

tons, 88,775 livres.“

The United States offers peculiar in- 
terest in this field, owing to the 
changes undergone by foreign names in 
their new environment.

Tunneling tho Strait of Messina. 
Engineering achievements and possi- 
bilities, from the modern point of view, 
are receiving an additional illustration 
in the case of the projected tunnel be- 
tween the mainland of Italy and the is- 
land of Sicily, plans and details of 
which, in model, as executed by the 
{talian civil enginecr De Jobannis, 
have attracted much attention at the 
University of Padua. After thorough 
and careful studies of the strait of Mes- 
sina, its varying depths, the nature of 
the ground and of all other conditions 
which might assist or interfere with 
such on undertaking, De Johannis de- 
cided that the beginning of the tunnel 
should bo near San Giovanni di Sani- 
tello, nt the foot of the Aspromonte 
mountain range, the mouth on the oth- 
er side to be located on the degli Ingle- 
i si plain. The entire tunnel will be near- 
| ly two miles long and will consist in 
the main of two shafts of about 10,000 
feet cach, descending at a grade not ex- 
| ceeding 82 fcet in cach 1,000. Such a 
tunnel is thcught preferable to a bridge 
| that would involve such a great span 
and wind expesure.—Harper’a Round 
Table. 


Maryland Rice and Tobacco. 
| Accotding to the Baltimore News, tho 
farmers of Maryland are becoming in- 
terested in the movement for a general 
| cultivation of tobacco and for the intro- 
| duction of the raising of rice. In earlier 
days tobacco was grown throughout the 
‘state, but for the last half century it 
bas been confined to the counties of 
, Fouthcrn Maryland. Rice has never been 
i grown in the state, but the recent suc- 
| cess with this crop in lower New Jersey 
has led many to think that it can be 
| prefitably taken up in Delaware and 
Maryland. The yield of rice is from 35 
to 60 bushels an acre, and the net profit 
is said to be from $25 to $45 an acre.

Mr. Price never held any public posi- 
tion save that of Justice of the Peace.

State’s Attorney Fees. 


The case of State’s Attorney Golds- 
borough against Judge Henry Lloyd, 
being a petition for a writ of mandanus 
to compel Judge Lloyd to act upon a 
bill for fees filed by the State’s Attor- 
ney against the County Conimissioners 
for Dorchester county, was argued be- 
fore Judges Henry Page and Charles F. 
Holland in Salisbury on Saturday by 
Mess. A. L. Miles, attorney for Mr. 
Goldsborough, and John R. Pattison, 
attorney for Judge Lloyd* The Court, 
after hearing argument by counsel, 
dismissed the petition on the ground 
that mandamus would not lie against a 
judicial or other public officer when 
duties to be discharged were in the di- 
cretion of such officer and when such 
discretionary acts had already been 
performed. Atthe same time Judge 
Page, in announcing the decision, took 
occasion to say that both himself and 
Judge Holland were of the opinion 
that no limitation of the salary of the 
State’s Attorney was made by the act 
of 1894; in other words that said act 
was improperly and defectively draft- 
ed and did not accomplish what it was 
intended to accomplish. Under this 
decision, however, the State’s Attorney 
does not recover, unless Judge Lloyd 
recedes from his position and approves 
the account, or unless such account 
should be appreved by the other two 
judges of this circuit.

SECRETARY GAGE'’S CURRENCY 
SCHEME. 

The Philadelphia Press is authority 
for the statement that Secretary of the 
Treasury Gage, has formulated his plan 
for the to- called currency seform. It 
is very similar to Mr. Cleveland’s plan. 
He advises that intérest bearing bonds 
be issued to redeem the government | 
- issue of treasury notes; that is, all pa- 
per money issued by the government 
except silver certificates which cen be 
exchanged any time for silver dollars, 
and that the national banks be given 
the power to issue national bank notes 
to the extent of the currency with- 
drawn. This was Mr. Cleveland’s plan 
excepting the details of his banking 
feature. He include: in hia plan what 
is known as the Baltimore plan of issu 
ing bank currency. 

It is reported that Mr. Guge wus ad- 
vised not to submit his plan ut this 
session of Cougress, because it was be- 
~“Fieved that it could not be forced 
through the senate. A very wise con- | 
clusion. Mr. Gage’s plan is to with- | 
draw from circulation one third of the | 
government issue of money and there- 
By contract the currency to two thirds 

of its present volume. Will this still 
further depress values? Bonds are to | 
be issued to redeem this currency, in- 
terest bearing bonds, that the tax-pay- 

ers must pay the taxeson. Who is to 
purchase these bonds? Bankers who 
prefer this class of security to dis- 
counting Commercial paper, aud capi- 
talists who prefer government bonds as 
an investment to engagintz in commer- 
cial enterprises. How is the country 
to be benefitted by this scheme of 
“ourrency reform?” The scheme pro- 
vides that the national banks are to be 
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that J, to issue circulation. as it suits 
their purpose. The smaller the vol- 
ume of currency the better the rate of 
interest obtained, or, what is the same, 
the more valuable the dividénds will 


be. And who is to be benefitted by 
this method? 
Mr. McKinley’s currency commission 


is now in Europe begging the Euro- 
pean powers to permit us to reconstruct 
our currency laws 80 as to provide for 
the free and unlimited “coinage “of sil- 
ver. Lord Salisbury, the prime minis- 
ter of England is reported to have stat- 
ed , at a conference recently held with 
the commissioners, that an English 
Cabinet which attempted bimetallism 


in England could not stand twenty 
four hours. 
It wes then suggested that England 


re open the Indian mints The answer 
came that Baron Rothchilds would 
have to be consulted first to see if he 
would give his consent. And this is 
the prospect of international bimetal- 
lism. And who is to be benefitted by 
this junketing tour? 

In the meantime President McKinley 
threatens to send a currency message 
to congress. Wonder what the senate 


would do with it? Mr. McKinley no 
doubt knows. 


The tariff will not be an issue in 1898 
when we elect our next Congress, the 
gold standard and bimetallism will be 
the issues. The republicans will have 
what they fought for in 1896. Who will 
fight gold’s battle then ? 


—Senator Wellington seems to be at 
odds with the administration already. 
Some weeks ago he recommended for 
the cousulate at Southampton, Eng- 
land, B. H. Warner, Jr. The President 
decided after the application had been 
filed to appoint him consul to Leipsic, 
Germany. Senator Wellington object- 
ed to his confirmation and roared like a 
furious lion. He attempted to attack 
the young man’s character. He ap 
peared before the committee on foreign 
relations, to whom it had been referred 
and poured out vials of wrath, both 
upon young Warner’s father and upon 
President McKinley. But the commit- 
tee reported the nomination favorably 
just the same. Set back number three 
for Mr. Wellington. Most people be- 
lieve that Mr. Wellington will be a 
whole heap wiser than he is now before 
| this time next year. Just now he is 
trying to force the nomination of Dr. 
Tuck, of Anne Arundel Co. for Internal 
revenue collector over B. F. Parlett of 
Easton, who has the endorsen ent of 
four of the six congressmen. 

The general belief is that Postmuster 
General Gary will take a hund iu the 
matter and side with the four congress- 
men. If eo the Senator will “get the 
wind knocked out of him again. The 
Senator’s steering committee on the 
mayoralty nomination down in Balti- 
more it seems will have to take care of 
Mr. Marburg’s little boom without the 
Senator's help. In the meantime the 
Malster band wagon. is out in full view 
and the driver claims that a majority 
of the republicans of the city are in it. 

The nomination of Mr, Malster means 
the triumph of Mr. Wellington’s ene- 
mies and the probable renioval of the 
Senator from the chairmanship of the 
state central committee, Wonder what 
the Goo Goo’s and the reform Leaguers 
think of Mr. Wellington whom they 
chose in preference “to senator Gör- 
man’s leadership.

When the fox begins to pray, look out 
for your chickens. The more genuine 
on a man has the more comfort- 
able he will de, but you may know a 
sligious uaa hy tho- fact that he 


prides himself on being uncomfortahle. 
A man of that kind is of immense dam- 
age to tho church of Christ: A ship 
may outride a hundred storms, and 
yet a handful of worms in the planks 
may sink it to the bottom. The church 
of God is not so much in danger of the 
cyclones of tfouble and persecution that 
como.upon it as of the vermin of hypoo- 
risy that infést it. Wolves ara of no 
danger to the fold of God unless thoy 
look like sheep. Arnold was of more 
damago to the army than Cornwallis 
and his hosts. Oh, we cannot deceive 
God with a church certificate! He sees 


behind. the curtain as well as before 
the curtain. He sees everything inside 


out. A man may through policy hide 
his real character, būt God will after 
awhile tear open the whited sepuloher 
and expose the putrefaction. Sunday 
faces cannot save him. Long prayers 
cannot save him. Psalm singing and 
churchgoing cannot save him. God will 
expose him just as thoronghly as 
though he branded upon his forehead 
the word ‘‘Hypoorite.’’ He may think 
he has been successful in the deception, 
but at the most unfortunate moment 
the sheep will bleat and the oxen will 
bellow. 

‘One of the cruel babe of olden 
time was going to excommunicate one 
of the martyrs, and he began in the 
usual form— In the name of God, 
amen. “Stop! says the martyr. 
Don't say ‘in the name of God!’”’ Yet 
how many outrages are practiced under 
the garb of religion andsanctity. When 
in synods and conferences ministers of 
the gospel are about to say something 
unbrotherly and unkind about a mem- 
ber, they almost always begin by being 
tremendously pious, the venom of their 


ussault corresponding to the-heavenly- 


flavor of the prelude. Standing there, 
vou would think they were ready to go 
right up into glory and that nothing 
kept them down but the weight of their 


boots and overcoat, when suddenly the, 


sheep bleat and the oxen bellow. 
. Simplicity, 

Oh, my dear friends, let us cultivate 
simplicity of Christian character! Jesus 
Christ said, ‘‘ Unless you become as this 
little child you cannot enter the king- 
dom of God.“ We may play hypocrite 
successfully now, but the Lord God will 
after awhile expose our true character. 
You must know the incident mentioned 
in the history of Ottacas, who was ask- 
ed to kneel in the presence of Randol- 
phus I, and when before him he refused 
to do it, but after awhile he agreed to 
come in private when there was nobody 
in, the king’s tent, and then ho would 
kneel down. before him and worship, 
but the servants of the king had ar- 
ranged it go that by drawing a cord the 
tent would suddenly drop. Ottacas aft- 
er awhile came in, and supposing he 
was in entire privacy knelt before Ran- 
dolphus. Tho servants pulled the cord, 
the tent dropped, and two armies sur- 
rounding looked down on Ottacas kneel- 

| ing before Randolphus. If we are really 

| kneeling to the world while we profess 
to be luwly subjects of Jesus Christ, 

tho tent has already dropped and all 
the hosts of heaven are gazing upon our 

| hypocrisy. God's universe is a very 
public place, and you cannot hide hypoc- 
risy in it. 

Going out into a world of delusion 
and sham, pretend to be no moro than 
you really are. If you havo the grace 
of God, profess it; profess no more than 
you have. But I want the world to 
know that where there is ono hypocrite 
in the church there are 500 outside of 
it, for the reason that the field is larger. 
There are men in all circles who will 
bow before you, and who are obsequi- 
ous. in your presence and talk flatter- 
ingly, but who all the while in your 
conversation are digging for bait and 
angling for imperfections, In your pres- 
ence they imply that they are every- 
thing friendly, but after awhile you find 
they havo the flerceness of a catamount, 


the slyness of a snake and the spite of 


a devil. God will expose such. The gun 
they load will burst in their own hands, 
the lies they tell will break their own 
teeth, aud at the very moment they 
think they have been. successful in de- 
ceiving you and deceiving the world the 
sheep will bleat and the oxen pvill bel- 
low. 
Responsibility. 

I learn further from this subject how 
natural it is to try to put off our sins 
on other people. Saul was charged with 
disobeying God. The man says it was 
not he; ho did not save tho sheep; tho 
army did it—trying to throw it off on 
the shoulders of other people. Human 


+-naturo~is the samo-in'all ages. Adam, 


confronted with his sin, said, ‘Tho 
woman tempted me, and I did eat.” 
And the woman charged it upon tho 
serpent, and if thu serpent could have 
spoken it would have charged it upon 
the devil. I suppose that the real state 
of the caso was that Evo was cating 
the apple and that Adam saw it and 
begged and coaxed until ho got a piece 
of it, I suppose that Adam was just as 
much to blame as Eve was, You can- 
not throw off the responsibility of any 
uin upon the shoulders of other people, 

Here is a young man who says: 1 
know I am doing wrong, but I have not 
had any chance, 1 had a father who de- 
spised God and a mother who was a 
disciple of godloss fashion. I am not to 
blame for my sins; it is my bringing 
up. Ah, no; that young man has 
been out in the world long enough to 
see what is right and to see what is 
wrong, and in the great day of eternity 
he cannot throw his sina upon his fa- 
ther or mother, but will have to stand 
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for himself and answer before God. 
You have had a conscience, you have 
had a Bible and the influence of the 
Holy Spirit. Stand for yourself or fall 
for yourself. 

Here is a business man. He says, “I 
know I don't do exactly right in trade, 
but all the dry goods men do it and all 
the hardware men do this, and I am 
not responsible.“ You cannot throw 
off your sin upon the shoulders of other 
merchants. God will hold you respon- 
sible for what you do and them re- 
sponsible for what they do. I want to 
quote one passage of Scripture for you 
—I think it is in Proverbs—'‘If thou be 
wise, thou shalt be wise for thyself, 
but if thon scornest thou alone shalt 
bear it. 

All or None. 

I learn further from this subject what 
God meant by cxtermination. Saul was 
told to slay all the Amalekites and the 
beasts in their possession. He saves 
Agag, the Amialekite king, and some of 
tho sheep and oxen. God chustises him 
for it. God likes nothing done by halves. 
God will not stay in the soul that is 
half his and half the devil's. There 
may be more sins ifi our soul than there 
were Amalekites. We must kill them. 
Woe unto us if we spare Agag. Here ia 
a Christian. He says: ‘‘I will drive out 
all the Amalekites of sin from my heart. 
Here is jealousy—down goes that Amal- 
ekite. Here is backbiting—down goes 
that Amalekite, and what slaughter 
he makes among his sins, striking right 
and left! What is that out yonder, lift- 
ing up his head? Itis Agag—it is world- 
liness. It is an old sin he cannot bear to 
strike down. It is a darling transgres- 
sion he cannot afford to sacrifice. Ob, 
my brethren, I appeal fon entire conse- 
ration. Some of the Presbyteriaus call 
it the “higher life.“ The Methodists, 
I believe, call it ‘‘perfection.’’ I do not

Christ and day by day are walking |. 
“within sight of heaven. How do I know? 


They tell me so. I believe them. They 
would not lie abont it. Why cannot we 
all have this consecration? Why slay 
some of the sins in our soul and leave 
others to bleat and bellow for our ex- 
posure and condemnation? Christ will 
not stay in the same house with Agag. 
You must give up Agag or give up 
Christ. Jesus says, All of that heart 
or none. Saul slew the poorest of the 
sheep and the meanest of the oxen and 
kept some of the finest and the fattest, 
and there are Obristians who have slain 


the most unpopular of their transgres- 


sions and sayed those which are most 
respectable. It will not do. Eternal 
war against all the Amalekites—no mer- 
cy for Agag! 

E learn further from this subject that 
it is vain to try to defraud God. Here 
Saul thought ho had cheated God out 
of those sheep and oxen, but he lost 
his crown, he lost his empire. You cau- 
not cheat God out of a singlo cent. 
Here is a man who has made $10,000 
in fraud. Before he dies every dollar of 
it will be gone, or it will give him vio- 
lent unrest, Here is a Christiau who 
has been largely prospered. He has not 
given to God tlo proportion that is due 
in charities and benevolences. God 
comes to the reckoning, and ho takes it 
all away from you, How often it has 
been tbat Christian men have had a 
lurge estato and it is gone. The Lord 
God camo into the counting room sud 
said: “I have allowed you to have all 
this property for 10, 15 or 20 years, and 
you have not dono justice to my poor 
children. When tho beggar called upon 
you, you honnded him off your steps; 
when my suffering children appealed to 
you for help, you had no mercy. I only 
asked for so much or so much, but you 
did not give it to me, and now I will 


. take it all.“ 


The Safe Course. 

God asks of us one-seventh of our time 
in the way of Sabbath; De you suppose 
we can get un hour of that time success- 
fully away from its true object? No, no. 
God has demanded one-seventh of yonr 
time.

A Se Large That Not All of Them 
Walnted With One Anothor. 

Dave Vititoe, 16 years old, a malari- 
al patient at the City hospital, is bless- 
eñ far beyond the average mortal in the 
ties of blood. He is much befamilied. 
In fact, though Dave is acquainted with 
most of his brothers and sisters, there 
are two or three to whom he has never 
received an introduction. When it is 
known that the children of his father, 
‘a wealthy farmer and Horse'tratner in 
Breckinridge county, Ky., numbered at 
last reports 89, this circumstance will | 
not seem remarkable. 

Tho elder Vititos has been three times 
married. His oldest son is 4? years-of 
-age. That is also the age of his present 
wife, the mother of Dave, by whom he. 
has had 22 children. There aro 18 chil- 
dren younger than Dave. Dave's private 
opinion is that the total number of chil- 
dren is 40, as he has not heard from 
home for some time. 

Of this immense family, 27 children, 
according to Dave's best recollection, 
are now alive. Just how many are boys 
and how many girls he is not able to 
say, but ho is convinced that the boys 
‘outnumber the girls considerably. All 
the boys except the very little chaps are 
earning their own living, though Dave 
says the old man is in a position to sup- 
port them all should it become neces- 
sary. Most of them are jockeys or horse 
trainers, having inherited the father’s 
love of horseflesh and having, as Dave 
says, ‘‘grown up with the colts in the 
stable. Three of them, Dave, Joe and 
Hunter, are connected with the St. 
Louis Fair association. 

One remarkable feature of this im- 
mense family is that there has never 
been a duplicate birth. There are no 
twins, triplets or other combinations. 
Dave is a dark skinned, curly headed, 
handsome boy, light of frame, as is nec- 
essary for a jockey, and yet seemingly 
fairly rugged. He came to the hospital 
three days ago suffering from chills. 

All the boy’s statements regarding 
the remarkable size of his family aro 
fully substantiated by S. M. Ross, an- 
other ent, a cigar maker, whoee ad- 
dress is 1801 Washington avenue, but 
whose home is in Louisville. He knows 
the father and many of the sons of this 
remarkable family and knows the total 
number of children to be 89, as repre- 
sented. He and Dave occasionally en- 
gage in discussions as to the namo of 
some member of the Vititoe family of 
whom they may have occasion to speak. 
Daye says ho has met all his brothers 
and sisters save three, who live in 
Louisville.—-St. Louis Republic. 


Ago and Climate. 

During 1896 the death of 188 persons 
over 90 years of age—14 of them being 
oyer 100—was recorded in Great Britain 
and Ireland. It is a somewhat curious 
circumstance that tho average longevity 
is greater in Scotland than it is in Eng- 
Jand and greater in Ireland than in 
Scotland, the birth rate being largest in 
England and least in Ireland. Of a 
thonsand persons, men, women and chil- 
dren, resident in England tho average 
number over 60 years of ago is 72 or 
somewhat more than 7 per cent. In 
Scotland the proportion over 60 years of 
age is 7.7 per, cent, and in Ireland it is 
10.5 per cent. 

Ireland stands second to France «i 
regards the longevity of its inhabitants, 
the proportion of men and women in 
France over 60 years old being by the 
last census 12,7 per cent, or 127 of each 
1,000 of population.. The official figures 
of the census report show that longev- 
ity is, to a considerable extent, regu- 
isted by olimate—that is, in countries 
within the temperate zone, the duration 
of life is greater than in warmer or 
vemitropioal countries. The average 
number of persons over 60 years old in 
1,000 inhabitants in tha United King- 
dom ia 77, and in the German empire, 
the climate of which is similar, it is the 
same, In Holland it is also 77; in Den- 
mark, 84; in Sweden, 88, and in Nor- 
Way, 90. In Russia the longevity of the 
inhabitants is greatest in the northern 
provinces and lowest in the southern 
ones. The average of European countries 
in the north temperate zones, England, 
Germany and Holland—77 in 1,000— 
falls to 71 in Austria and in Portugal. In 
Spain, where the climate is generally 
milder than in Portugal, the number of 
persons over 60 years of age in 1,000 is 
58 only, und in Greece it is 56, In the 
East Indies, us far as there are any au- 
thentio figures, the average ia only 40 in 
1.000 inhabitants, In South America 
the average is about 50, though there 
are, of course, many exceptional cases. 

The United States does not stand very 
high in respect of elderly persons. The 
duration of human life is longest usual- 
ly in old and least in new countries. — 
New York Sun,

James T, Fields as Editor. 

In 1859 The Atlantic Monthly passed 
into the hands of Ticknor & Fields, the 
junior publisher becoming finally ‘ita 
editor. It was a change of much impor- 
tance to all its contributors and greatly 
affected my own literary life. Lowell 
had been, of course, an appreciative 
and a sympathetic editor, yet Fields had 
the advantage over Lowell of baing both 
editor and publisher, so that he had a 
free hand as to paying for articles. The 
prices then paid were lower than now, 
but were raised steadily, and he first in- 
troduced the practice of paying for each 
manuscript on acceptance. He had a 
virtue which I have never known in 
any other editor or publisher- n of 
volunteering to advance money pro- 
spective articles, yet to be written, and 
he did this more than once to me, I 
have also known him to increase the 
amount paid on finding that an author 
particularly needed the money, especial- 
ly if it were the caso of a woman. His 
sympathy with struggling women wags 
always very great, and I think he was 
the only one in the early Atlantic circle, 
except Whittierand myself—with Em- 
erson also, latterly—-who favored wom- 
an suffrage. 

With all his desire to create a staff 
Fields was always eagerly looking out 
for new talent and was ever prompt to 
cotinsel and encourage. He liked, of 
course, to know eminent men, and his 
geese were apt to bo swans, yet he was 
able to discriminate. He organized Dick- 
ens’ readings, for instanco, and went to 
every one of them, yet confessed frank- 
ly that their pathos was a failure; that 
Little Nell was unreal, and Paul Dom- 
bey a tiresome creature whose death 
was arelief. Fields was really a keen 
judge of character and had his own 
fearless standards. I once asked him 
which he liked the better personally, 
Thackeray or Dickens, and he replied, 

after a moment’s reflection, Dickens, 
because Thackeray enjoyed telling ques- 
tionable stories, a ry which Dickens 
never did. elne T .

The electric current undergoes several 
transformations before starting from the 
power housorat Niagara falls on its trip 
to Bafalo. On leaving the gener- 
ator the three phase alternating current 
of 2,200 volta passes through cables to 
the transformer house, where it is con- 
nected with two ‘‘step up“ transformers 
of 1,250 horsepower cach, which raise 
tho current to 10,700 volts. From the 
transformers the current passes to n 
switchboard, from which it starts along 
the pole line toward its destination. On 
arriving at Buffalo the current passes 

| through the ‘‘step down”’ transformers, 
which step it down from 10,700 volta to 
870 volts. After this 870 volt alternat- 
! ing current has passed through the ro- 

, tary converters it becomes 550 volts di- 
rect current and is ready to be sent out 
over tho electric railway lines. 

The responsibility of the Niagara 
Falls Power company ceases when it de- 
livers the electric current at Buffalo. 
The distribution of the power is in the 
hands of ñ subeompany known as the 
Cataract Power aud Conduit company. 

The introduction of power from Ni- 

| agara, which today is operating its 

| leading street railway lines, opens up 
almost limitless possibilities for the city 
of Buffalo. Already it stands sixth in 
the list of the great commercial cities of 
the world. What its position will be a 
few years hence, when the great oat- 
aract is delivering at its gates 60,000 
electric horsepower—an amount suffi- 
cient to operate all the machinery with- 
in its borders and to furnish light and 
heat to cvery building at a lower cost 
thau has been known in any other mu- 
nicipality—no one can accurately pre- 
dict.

TENNESSEE EAGLES. 


A NATURAL MOUNTAIN HOME FOR 
THE BIRD OF FREEDOM. 


Thero He Is Hatched In Great Numbers 

and Sometimes Lives 160 Years—Mating 
pnd the Treatment of the Young—How 
| They Aro Captured. 


There are many eagles in the Tennes- 
see mountains, and there are mountain- 
eers who are expert catchers of the 
young eaglets, who reap rich rewards in 
return for their perilous risks and ad- 
ventures. Eagles make their eyries 
amoung the clefts and crags of the high- 
est mountains of the state. They are 
found on the Stone mountain, the great 
Roane, 6,296 feet high; the Bald, 5,550 
feet; the Great Smoky range, 6,636 
fect; the Bullhead, 6,612 feet; on the 
Unaka, the Big Stone and others, none 
of them less than 6,000 feet above the 


level of the country at their feet. 


Young oagles bring from $40 to $80, 
occasionally $100. Eagles that are of 
some age and of agreat size (such are 
rarely captured, however) bring as high 
as $300 and $500. Eagles which have to 
be killed while trying to capture them 
are valuable to taxidermists, who al- 


| ways find an easy market for a great 


stuffed eagle. Their feathers, especially 


| the wing and tail feathers, are sold for

Tho eagle builds its nest upon the top 
of a mighty tree growing far up on the 
mountain among the myriad of twining 
vines, or in the thickest and almost in- 
accessible growth of bushes and shrubs, 


or on the summit of a high rock. An 


eagle's nest isa large one always, and 
is strongly and comfortably built. Large 
sticks and branches are laid together, 
pearly flat, and bonnd with twining 
vines. The spacious inside is covered 
with hair and mosses s0 minutely woven 
together that no wind can enter, The 
mether bird lays two eggs, which aro 
Mirriosities.

oa point. Tho color of the egg isa 
ground of brownish red, with many dots 
The egg itself is 
proof of the wild and savage parentage. 

An eagle lives from 80 to 160 years. 
Tho young birds are driven forth by 


their savage parents to scratch for them- 


gelves as soon as they aro able to fly. No 
training is given them by the old bird. 
That is left to their wild instincts, 
which hunger and necessity develop. 
There is no going ‘‘back to the old 
homo” for tho young eagle, The mother 
pird tears up ever vestige of the nest 
' where they have thriven since birth, and 


| while they emit plaintive shrieks the 


old bird darts at them and pushes them 
off the crags or rocks, and to prevent 
falling they must take to their wings, 
aud this is how they learn to fly. It 


takes threo years for u, young eagle to 


gain ita full and complete plumage and 
strength. 
Away up in the mountains the eagle 
finds it as hard to gain subsistence as do 
o grumblers ot the plain, The precari- 
opuess of its existence and the wild

long end tapers down | 


victim. One mighty grasp und a twist 
of their talons aud the victim is dead, 
long before the eagle lays it down for a 
repast. An eagle can live two and three 
days, and even five days, upon a gorg- 
They prey upon all sorts of 
large birds, flab, Jambs, kids and goats. 
Oftentimes, when a large calf or goat is 
to be attacked and carried off, four or 
six of them will unite and carry off the 
the carcass, when they will immediate- 
ly begin to fight it out to see which of 
them is entitled to the choicest bits, and 
it is truly a survival of the fittest in 
such combats as these, 

Eagles nro captured bx. export moun 
taineers, who spy upon the parent bird 
building her nest and wait for the 
breeding season. After a due time they 
scale the mountains, and, well armed 


birds, go to these mountain eyries. Of- 
tentimes four men are required to let 
one of them down a steep precipice or 
cliff, whiie two of them, dead shots 
with the rife, shoot and kill the old 
birds upon their first approach, for it 
fares ill with the daring robber who at- 
tempts to sccure the young birds with 
none to protect but himself. In this way 
are many of the old birds killed for the 
taxidermists or for feathers, while the 
eaglets are borne away and caged for a 
good sale. —Ciucinnati Enquirer. 


NOT BIRDS OF FREEDOM, 


A Postal Congress Delegate’s Natural Er- 
ror Near the Tomb of Washington. 

On the trip of the delegates to the 
postal congress down the river to Mount 
Vernon recently a strong wind was 
blowing off shore, and just before the 
boat reached Mount Vernon the breeze 
wafted a very bad odor to the nos- 
trils of the distinguished foreigners and 
caused the ladies in the party to pro-

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YOUNG MAN KILLED. 


Horribly Mangled by a Freight 
Train Which He Fell Under 
in an attempt to 
Board. 


A most distressing and fatal accident 
occurred last Tuesday afternoon on the 
N. Y. P. & N. railroad in Salisbury 
near the crossing of the B. C. & A. rail- 
way. 

Wm. Parker, of Delmar, and a com- 
panion, whose name is Lowe, were in 
Salisbury, and they expected to return 
to Delmar on the last afternoon pas- 
senger train going north. Some busi- 
ness matters kept them down town 
longer than they expected, and -before 
they reached the station that train had 
gone. 

A special freight train leaves here 

pach afternoon between five and six 
o’clock, but does not take passengers. 
Parker and his companion preceded 
this train up the road to the B. C. & A. 
crossing where they awaited the train’s 
arrival, and as she passed by moving 
at the rate of a dozen or more miles per 
hour, they attempted to get on board. 
Parker was thrown under the train 
and his body was fearfully mutilated. 
His right leg was cut off at the hip and 
was picked up several feet from his 
body. His left leg was cut off between 
the hip and knee and also at the ankle. 
The right hand was ground into a 
shapeless mass of human flesh. 

Drs. Slemons & Morris were summon- 
ed and speedily reached the scene of 
the distressing accident. Parker was 
conscious and requested the physicians 
to administer something to prevent 
pain. His torn and severed body was 
gathered together and placed on the 
floor of the freight house where sympa- 
thetic neighbors strove to lessen the 
agony of his expiring hours. It was 
nearly seven o'clock, over two hours, 
before death brought a welcome relief 
to his sufferings. Until his death the 
sufferer was conscious and spoke ten- 


| early of hid mother. 


The victim was twenty-five years old, 
and theson of Scott Parker, Esq., of 
Delmar, where his remains were taken 
for interment. He was unmarried, 
but, it is stated, was engaged to a 
young lady whom he expected to wed 
in a very short time. A number of 
people witnessed the tragedy in which 
Parker lost his life, and as the accident 
occurred, the poor fellow was heard to 
cry God have mercy on my soul.“ 

Justice Trader summoned a jury of 
inquest, with E. S. Adkins as foreman. 
The jury exonerated the railroad com- 
pany. 

Parker’s death is one of many that 
happen in the same way, and the won- 
der is that people have not taken warn- 
ing. His companion just barely escap- 
ed a similiar fate. Boarding a train in 
motion is always attended with great 
danger. Moreover there is a law which 
makes it a misdemeanor.

DEATH OF W. S. PARSONS 


After a Lingering Illness at His, Home 
In Salisbury. 


William Sydney Parsons of this city 
died at his home on Second street 
Tuesday evening about eight o'clock 
ot general debility, aged 76 years, hav- 
ing beén born March 1821. 

Mr. Parsons was a son of the late 
Jehu Parsons, one of the men who fig- 
ured in the early history of the lower 
Peninsula. The elder Parsons began 
business in Salisbury, then a small vil- 
lage, about the begining of the cen- 
tury and remained in business for over 
50 years; during this time he amassed 
quite a fortune. He died in 1859, leav- 
six children, Milton A., the only sur- 
vivor, W. Sidney, Allison, George, 
Amanda, the mother of Ex-Senator 
Toadvin, and Mrs, Thos. Byrd, the 
mother of Mrs J. J. Morris. 

W. Sidney Parsons began business at 
the foot of Main street bridge in the 
“big store“ at the north end of the 
bridge, associating with him the late 
Wm. Birckhead. The business contin- 
ued six years, after which Mr. Parsons 
took as his partner his brother-in-law, 
Thos. Byrd. Upon the dissolution of 
this partnership Mr. Parsons conducted 
business alone. He was also a vessel 
owner and dealer in wood and lumber. 
. He was twice married, his first wife 
being Miss Margaret Ann Bowland. 
From this union survives one son, John 
Augustus. The second wife was 
Miss Elizabeth Ellen Rider,daughter of 
the late Noah Rider. From this union 
two children survive, Marion S. and 
Geo, Perry; one son, Byrd, died some 
years ago. 

The funeral took place at ten o’clock 
Thursday at St. Peter’s church, Rev. 
Mr. Vanderbogart officiating. The 
pall.bearers were Dr. F. M. Slemons, 
Messrs. John H. White, Jas. T. Truitt, 
B. H. Parker, G. W. White and M. V. 
Brewington. The interment was at 
Parsons cemetery, where all the family 
of the late Jehu Parsons now sleep, oc- 
oupying several lots,

The Eastern Shore Supplies East- 
ern Cities With Crabs. 


Crisfield supplies, at all seasons, the 
markets of all the leading cities in this 
country with the largest quantities of | 
crabs. Nota few are caught in and 
shipped from Queen Anne’s waters, but 
by far the greater quantity are shipped 
from Crisfield. There the crabs are 
caught in the Chesapeake Bay and are 
packed in crates and barrels for ship- 
ments. Over half the inhabitants of 
the town make their living out of crab- 
bing. Whenever a female crab is 
scooped up in the crabbers net, it is al- 
ways thrown back into the bay; that 
keeps upithe propagation, and hence | 
the supply is always adequate for the 
demand. It also accounts for the lus- 
cious quality of the huge blue crab | 
caught in those waters. 

The crabs are caught during every | 
month of the year and in ali stages of 
development. Millions of crabs are | 
shipped north every year and the Mary | 
land soft crabs meet Jersey soft crabs 
in New York markets on equal footing | 
in spite of the differente in the dis- | 
tance they are carried. The crabs in | 
market in the winter are always hard 
shells, and, in fact, they would be if 
they were brought from the tropics. 
They are dredged or ruked out of the 
mud in Chesapeake and its estuaries | 
and thousands of them are taken by 
oystermen. | 

The crabs are dormant from fall un- 
til spring, even in the Gulf of Mexico, 
where they are more abundant than | 
anywhere else on this country’s coast. | 
In the spring, when they come out of | 
the mud and masses of seaweed, they | 
go right into the business of shedding. | 
It seems as if the crab had little else to | 
doin summer but shed its shell and 
get a new one of larger calibre. The 
hard crab first puts on a leathery un- | 
dergarment, and while it is growing it | 
is known as a comer.“ In a day or 
two, when this underskin is completed, | 
he is a ‘‘shedder”’ and then he is fitted 
for bait, because his hard shell can 
then be stripped off, leaying the leath- 
ery integument intact. 

In this condition he is more valuable 
than a soft crab owing to the constant 
demand for bait and the fact that the 
‘‘shedders”’ are less frequently caught 
than soft crabs. In a single day the 
‘*shedder” parts his shell aud becomes 
a buster.“ Taken then he is the best 
for bait; but left in the water a tew 
hours he will throw off his shell, crawl 
out of it and commence to swell and 
stretch out his elastic covering, then it 
is that he is a soft crab par excellence, 

On the night of the day the crab di- 
vests himself of his misfit shell he is 
in the best condition for frying. In 
another day, if he is not taken out of 
the water, his new covering becomes 


like parchinent, and in about 12 hours 
more the parchment hardens, so that it 
just yields to- pressure. Toben be is 

nown as a buckler.“ and is of little 
use except asa broiler. > 

The crab-fishing business is put down 
at $600,000 per year by the Fish Com- 
mission, and probably the estimate is 
by no means complete, as it is difficult 
to obtain accurate information from 
the men engaged in any kind of fish- 
ing. In Virginia and Maryland there 
are several big canning factories put- 
ting up crabs, mostly for inland cities, 
and the business ie carried’ on exten- 
sively. 

The crabs are caught in summer by 
baiting set lines and the catch per man 
will average 60 dozen n day.—Centre- 
ville Observer.

Opposition to the Liquor Traffic. 


CAMBRIDGE, MD., July 21.—The Eas- 
tern District Baptist’s Association ad- 
journed this afternoon to meet next 
year in Easton, Md. The discussion of 
home mission work took up a large 
part of the time today. As a result 
of the discussion on temperance yester- 
day the following amendment to the 
report on temperence, offered by Rev, 
Walter Rhodes, was adopted: Re- 
solved, That we reassert our truceless 
and uncompromising hostility to the 
manufacture, sale, importation and 
transportation of alcoholic beverages 
in any and all their forms. We re- 
gard the policy of issuing government 
licenses for the purpose of carrying on 
the liquor traffic as a siu against God 
and a dishonor to our people. We an- 
nounce it as our conviction that we 
should by all legitimate means oppose 
the liquor traffic in municipality, 
county, State, and nation. Further- 
more, we announce it as the sense of 
this body that no person should be re- 
tained in the fellowship of a Buptist 
church who engages in the manufac- 
ture or sale alcoholic liquors either at 
wholesale or retail, who investe his 
money-in the manufacture or sale of 
alcoholic liquors, or who rents his 
property to be used for distilleries, 
wholesale liquor houses or saloons. 
Nor do we believe that any church 
should retain in its fellowship any 
member who drinks intoxicating li- 
quors as a beverage, or visits saloons 
or drinking places for the purpose of 
such indulgence.”’ 

The association raised about $400 in 
cash for different objects for which aid 
was asked.

To Show Cause. 


Cambridge, Md. July 21. — To-day 
Judge Lloyd filed an order in the cir- 
euit court for Dorchester county at 
Cambridge, signed by Judges Page 
Holland and himself, commanding 
Sheriff Jas. L. Wooleyhand, of Queen 
Anne’s county on Monday next to 
show cause why he should not be ad- 
judged in contempt for ‘not enforcing 
the sentence of the court as imposed 
on B. Palmer Keating at the April 
term. While Sheriff Wooleyhand is 
not within the first judicial district, he 
is regarded as the executive officer of 
the Dorchester court so far as enforc- 
‘ing its judgment in this case is con- 
cetned. 

The July term begins in Cambridge 
on Monday and a full bench will be in 
in attendance. Should Sheritf Wool- 
eyhand be adjudged in contempt he 
will probably be amerced, though the 
court could also include imprisonment 
as part of the penalty. The complaint 
against him will probably be fully in- 
vestigated,

The Gold Craze. 


Marvelous stories come to us this 
| week from Seattle and Tacoma, on the 
Pacific Const, of rich gold fields just 
| discovered in Alaska. The” steamer 
Portland has just srrived with a mil- 
lion dollers worth and reports that 


there are now four millions awaiting 


transportation to this country. 
The findings are on the Yukon river 


which is the principal river of Alaska, 


At the mouth of the river is the cicy of 
St. Michaels. This is the terminus of 
the steam ship line. The fields are 
reached by light draft steamers up the 
Yukon river 1700 miles above St. Mi- 
chaels. The gold is found loose in 
gravel as dust or nuggets. No expen- 
sive machinery is necessary to mine it, 
most of it not being more than 20 feet 
below the surface, and frequently on 
the surface.

But yon say, Will the womanly 
clerks in our stores have promotion!“ 
Yes, Time is coming when women will 
be as well paid for their toil in mercan- 
tile circles as men are now paid for 
their toil. Time is coming when a wom- 
an will be allowed to do anything sho 
can do well. It is only a little while 
ago when women knew nothing of te- 


tago, givo up your olaractér, young 
man. Under God that is the only thing 
you have to build on. Give up that, 
you givo up everything. That employer 
asks a young man to hurt himself for 
time and for eternity who expects him 
to make a wrong eutry, or change an 


-luvoice, or say goods cost so much when 


legraphy, and they were kept out of a | 


great many commercial circles where 
they are now welcome, and the time 
will go on until the woman who at one 
counter in a store sells $5,000 worth of 
goods in a year will get as high a sal- 
ary us the man who at the other coun- 
ter of tho same store sells $5,000 worth 
of goods. All honor to Lydian, tho Chris- 
tian sales woman. 
Submission to Rules. 

The second counsel I have to give to 
clerks is that you seek but what are the 
lawful regulations of your establish- 
ment, and then submit to them. Every 
welk ordered house has its usages. In 
military life, on ship's deck, in com- 
mercial life, there must be order and 
discipline. Those poople who do not 
learn how to obey will never know how 
to command. I will tell you what young 
man will make ruin, financial and mor- 
al. Itis the young man who thrusts his 
thumb into his vest and says: Nobody 
shall dictate to me. I am my own mas- 
ter. Iwill not submit to the regula- 
tions of this house.“ Between an estab- 
lishment in which all the employees 
aro onder thorough discipline and the 
establishment in which the employees 
do nbont us they choose is the differance 
between success and failure—botweon 
rapid accumulation and utter bankrupt- 
cy. Do not come to the store ten min- 
utes after tho time. Be thero within 
two seconds and let it be two seconds 
before instead of two seconds after. Do 
not think anything too insignificant to 
do well. Do not say, It's only just 
once.“ From the most important trans- 
action in commerce down to the partio- 
ular style in which you tie a string 
uround a bundle obey orders. Do not 
get easily disgusted. While others in 
the store may Jonnge or fret or com- 
plain you go with ready hands and 
cheerful face and contented spirit to 
your work. When the bugle sounds, the 
good soldier usks no questions, but 
shoulders his knapsaok, fills his cauteen 
and listens for the command of 
**Maroh!'’ 

Do not got tho iden that your inter- 
ests and those of your employer aro an- 
tagonistio. Hif success will be your 
honor, His embarrassment will be your 
dismay. Exposo nono of the frailties of 
tho firm. ‘Tell no store secrets. Do not 
blab, . Rebuff those persons who come 
to find out from clerks what ought nev- 
er to be known outside the store. Do 
not be among those young men who take 
on a mysterious air when something is 
said ugainst the firm that employs them, 
as much as to say, I could tell you 
something if 1 would, but I won't.“ 
Do not be among those who imagine 
they can build themselves up by pull- 
ing somebody else down. Be not 
ashamed to be a subaltern. 

Again, I counsel clerks to search out 
what are the unlawful and dishonest 
demunds of an establishment and resist 
them. In the 6,000 years that havo 
passed thero has never been an oocasion 
when it was ono's duty to sin against 
God. It is never right to do wrong. If 
tho head man of tho firm expect of you 
dishonesty, disappoint them. Oh,“ 
you say, I should lose my place then.“ 
Better lose your place than lose your 
soul, But you will not lose your place. 
Christian heroism is always honored. 
You go to the head man of your store 
and say: ‘‘Sir, I want to serve you. I 
want to obligo you. It is from no lack 
of industry on my part, but this thing 
seems to me to be wrong, and it is a 
sin against my conscience, it is a sin 
against God, and I beg you, sir, to ex- 
douse me. He may flush up and swear, 
but he will cool down, and he will havo 
mord admiration for you than for those 
who submit to his evil dictation, and 
while they sink you will riso, Do not, 
because of seeming temporary advan- 
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they cost less, or impose upon the ver- 


dancy of a customer, or misrepresent a 
style of fabric. How dare he demand of 
yor anything so insolent? 

A Few Trials. 

Again, I counsel all clerks to conquer 
the trials of their particular position. 
Ono great trial for clerks is the incon- 
sideration of customers. There are peo- 
ple who are entirely polite everywhere 
else, but graff and dictatorial and con- 
temptible when they come into a store 
to buy anything. There are thousands 
of mien aud women who go from store 
to storo to price things, without any 
idea of purchase. They are not satisfied 
until every roll of goods is brought 
down and they have pointed out all the 
real or imaginary defects, They try 
on all kinds of kid gloves and stretch 
them out of shape, and they put on all 
styles of cloak and walk to the mirror to 
see how they look, and then they sail 
out of the store, saying, I will not 
take it today, which means, I don't 
want it at all,“ leaving the clerk amid 
a wreck of ribbons and laces and cloths 
to smooth out a thonsand dollars’ 
worth of goods—not a cent of which 
did that man or woman buy or expect 
to buy. Now, I call that a dishonesty 
on the part of the customer. If a boy 
runs into a store and takes a roll of 
eloth off the counter and sneaks out into 
the street, you all join in the cry pell- 
mell, Stop thief!'* When I see you go 
into a store, not expecting to buy any- 
thing, but to price things, stealing the 
time of the clerk and stealing the time 
of his employer, I say, too, Stop thief!” 

If I were asked which class of per- 
sons most need the grace of God amid 
their annoyances, I would say, ‘‘Dry 
goods clerks.” All the indignation of 
customers about the high prices comes 
on the clork. For instance: A great 
war comes. ‘The manufactories are 
closed. The people go off to battle. The 
price of goods runs up. A customer 
comes into a store. Goods have gone up. 
“How much is that worth?“ „A dol- 
lar.“ A dollar! Outrageous! A dol- 
lar!’ Why, who is to blame for the fact 
that it has got to be a dollar? Does the 
indignation go out to the manufacturers 
on the banks of the Merrimac because 
they have closed up? No, Does the in- 
dignation go out toward the employer, 
who is out at his country seat? No. It 
comes on the clerk. He got up the war. 
Ho levied the taxes. Ho puts up the 
rents. Of course, the clerk. 

Then a great trial comes to clerks in 
the fact that they seo the parsimonious 
side of human nature. You talk about 
lies behind the counter—there are just 
as many lies before the counter. Au- 
gustine speaks of a man who adver- 
tised that he would, on a certain occa- 
sion, tell the people what was in their 
hearts. A crowd assembled, and he 
stepped to the front aud said: I will 
tell you what is in your hearts. To buy 
cheap and sell dear. Oh, lay not aside 
your urbanity when you go into a store! 
Treat the clerks like gentlemen and la- 
dies, proving yourself to be a gentle- 
man ora lady. Remember that if the 
prices aro high and your purse is lean 
that is no fault of the clerks. And if 
you have a son or a daughter amid those 
perplexities of commercial life, and 
such o one comes home all worn out, 
bo lenient, and know that the martyr 
nt the stake no more certainly needs 
the grace of God than our young peo- 
ple amid tho seven times heated exas- 
perations of n clerk’s life, 

Inconsidorate Employers, 

Then thero are all the trials which 
come to clerks from the treatment of 
ineonsidorate employers. ‘There are pro- 
fessed Christian men who have no more 
regard for their clerks than they have 
for the scales on which tho sugars are 
weighed. A clerk is no more than so 
much store furniture. No consideration 
for their rights or interests. Not one 
word of encouragement from sunrise to 
sunset, nor from January to December. 
But when anything goes wrong—a 
streak of dust on the counter or a box 
with the cover off—thunder showers of 
scolding. Men imperious, capricious, 
cranky toward their clerke—their whole 
manner as much as to say, All the in- 
terest I have in you is to see what I can 
get ont of vou. Then there are all the

Enameling Marble. 

Sufficient importance is attached by 
the Franklin institute, Philadelphia, to 
the new Fischer method of cnameling 
marble to mako it the subject of an ofi- 
cial investigation and report, The plan 
consists in imparting to marble a glazed 
or polished surface by submitting it to 
the action of hydrochloric acid for a cer- 
tain time. This glazing solution is com- 
posed of one part acid and seven parts 
water for genoral use, but for action 
upon very hard marbles a stronger solu- 
tion, having only five parts water, is 
employed. The action of the dilute acid 
upon themarble immersed in it is to at- 
tack every part of tho surface, slowly 
dissolving the same and causing the 
marble- to assume n glossy appearance 
without relatively changing its shape 
that is, as the acid is oqually active 
upon the entire exposed surface of the 
stono the minute crevices aro troated to 
the same erosion ns the prominent or 
flat surfaces, and the result is uniform- 
ly perfect, The report adds that though 
of necessity the marblo is eaten away 
somewhat and very sharp sculpturing is 
likely to bo slightly rounded, yet if the 
action of the acid is not prolonged un- 
necessarily, not only does no serious in- 
jury result, but a finely polished surface 
is produced over every exposed part of 
the marble such as is impracticable to 
equal by any mechanical method now in 
vogue.—New York Sup» 


Tho Art of Bolling an Egg. 

Epicures are still discussing the 
pope's poem on the art of catering prop- 
erly to one’s appetite. His role that 
egge—should- be- either hard- boiled or 
nearly raw haa occasioned some discus- 
sion among those who profer their eggs 
boiled over two minutes, and attention 
is called to the fact that the pope's rule 
is exactly in line with the teaching of 
Brillat-Savarin and all the great cooks, 
that eggs should bo, boiled either not 
more than 2 minutes or not less than 
20, for the reason that an egg boiled 3 
minutes ia digestible and so is an egg 
boiled 20 minutes, but one boiled 5 
minutes isas leather to tho digestivo 
organs,-—Bostou Herald.

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1 on Painting. 

Tho total absence of all, even inciden- 
tal, reterenbo among classic authors to 
oil painting may bo considered conolu- 
five evidence that the ancients were 
unnoqunintod with tho art. It is known, 
however, from tho frequent allusions to 
them, that during threo centurics ante- 
cedent to tho technical perfection dis- 
played in the works of tho brothers Van 
Eyck there wero what we may consider 
tentative offorts in dil printing. And sò 
distinct is the evidence of tho practico 
of oil painting long before the beginning 
of the fifteenth century—when the Van 
Rycks flourished—that the account of 
their invention or discovcry by Vassari 
(tho Italiau biographer of artists), oven 
understood restrictedly, has been denied 
altogether. ; 

It appears, however, that oi] painting 
was at first only employed for coloring 
standards, banners and pennons with 
heraldic devices and for the subordinate, 
domplemeutury and decorative parts of 
pictures—such, for instance, us draperies 
and accessorics. And no example of fig- 
ures or pictures in tho modern sense of 
the term, entirely exccuted in oil, be- 
fore the time of the Van Lycks, can be 
proved to exist, nor is there u distinct 
record of such works having been exe- 
cutl. As might, therefore, huvo been 
expected, research has -shown that the 
Van Eycks uro entitled to our gratitude; 
not, indced, for haying created the art, 
but for removing disqualifications which 
unfitted it to compete with, much less

Another scientist contributing to an 

_ English review does something toward 

relieving bacteria of their evil name by 
explaining how much they have to do 
with su 1 butter making. Butter, 
as every one knows, is best made from 
sour cream and does not keep well un- 
less the cream is soured before churn- 
ing. This result is usually attained by 
letting the cream stand till it sours of 
its own accord. But a series of experi- 
ments carried on in Sleswick-Holstein 
have proved that the souring of cream 
is produced by the presence of certain 
bacteria, which can be culttyated and 
introduced in such a way as to cause 
artificially the necessary souring. 

A doctor named Witter has studied 
the subject, and ‘‘so skillfofly blended 
certain cultures together that when the 
mixture Was added in due proportion to 
‘sterilized cream to effect souring, the 
butter made therefrom was of most de- 
licious flavor, pure and of great com- 
mercial value, inasmuch as it kept ad- 
mirably. 

The dried seed or powder of the bac- 
teria used in this process can now be 
bought put up in bottles. A proportion 

is added to a small quantity of skimmed 
~ milk, which is subjected to a moderate 
continuous heat till the bacteria have 
developed. The ‘fermentation starter“ 
is then added to the cream. The pure 
culture is only used occasionally, enough 
of the starter“ being left over every 
day to begin operations with on tho 
next. The excellence of Danish butter 
is attributed to the care taken in choos- 
ing the “fermentation starter.’’—Pop- 
ular Science Monthly.

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THE MAN WHO SHOT BOOTH. 


Doston Corbett as a Lecturer Wes Not a 
Succens. 


It will be remembered that Boston 


Corbett, the man who killed J. Wilkes | 


Booth, lived for many years in Cloud 
county, Kan. About ten years ago he 
was elected doorkeeper of the Kansas 
house of representatives, and while 
holding that position went crazy and 
was sent to the asylum. ter he was 
-from custody and went off to 
Texas, where it is presumed he died; 

Thediscussjon now going on in the 
periodicals over the death and burial of 
Booth recalls to the editor of the Con- 
cordia Empire that, something like a 
dozen years ago, the ladies of the Pres- 
byterian church in that town seized up- 
on the idea of having Corbett give a 
lecture upon the killing of Booth, and 
a committee was appointed to wait up- 
on him. One of the committeemen was 
the editor of The Empire, and he thus 
describes what followed: 

We found him at home in his dug- 
out, a kind of hole in the side of a steep 
hill with a brownstone front and a roof 
of brush, clay and clapboards. There 
was but one room, and the furniture 
was an old stove, a table, a chair, a 
homemade bed, a trunk, a box or two, 
a well worn Bible and a variety of fire- 
arms. Mr, Corbett had received apen- 
sion of several hundred dollars a short 
time before and invested what he had 
not given awag to others that he thought 
might be needing money in a flock of 
sheep. A herd of antelopes would have 
served him just as well—he had no 
practical knowledge of the use of sheep. 
He was very hospitable, told us much 
of his history, and readily consented to 


deliver lecture on the capture of, 


Booth and his experiences in Anderson- 
ville. 

“A packed house greeted him on the 
night set. By way of introduction the 
choir sang a song. Some sentiment of 
the song set him off on a regular sermon 
(be was in tho habit cf preaching occa- 


_ sionally), and for nearly an hour he 


tulked, but failed to either cupture 
At last 
the pastor reminded him that he was to 
talk of Andersonville and’ Booth. Ho 
apologized for his forgetfulness, and in 
about a dozen words told that he was 
captured and landed safe inside the 
walls of Andersonville prison. Tho first 
man he met was an old acquaintance, 
who told him tbat over in a certain por- 
tion of the prison they were holding a 
prayer meeting. He went directly to it. 
Then he talked for half an hour about 
the prayer meeting, which, as far as his 
description went, might have been held 
in Cloud county or the backwoods of 
Arkansas. 

Being reminded again that he was 
forgetting all about the capturo of 
Booth, he apologized and said iu sub- 
stance: ‘We surrcunded the barn iu 
which wo found he had taken refuge. 
We demanded that he surrender, but he 
refused. Wo then set fire to the barn. 
By the light he saw one of our men and 
raised his revolver to shoot him. I was 
peeping through a crack, saw him raise 
his arm, and to keep him from killing 
one of our men I fired and killed him. 
The bullet went into his head in nearly 
the same course as his bullet had enter- 
ed Lincoln's head.’ This is asfull a his- 
tozy as he saw fit to give of an incident 
that had called forth many long articles 
during the past 80 years and about 
which none knew more than did our 
neighbor, Boston Corbett. — Kansas 
City Journal.

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KILLING GERMS IN BOOKS. 
Dr. Billings’ Discovery of an Effective 
A Disinfectant. 


Cherles Lamb, in one of the quaintest 
and most charming of his essays, de- 
clares that he prefers some books when 
tHey are soiled and dog eared; that a 
copy of Fielding or Richardson pieases 
him better when it bears evidences of 
having been read and reread—maybe 
by some lonely seamstress in her garret 
—than in all the immaculate whiteness 
ond cleanliness of a new edition. 

The sentiment! is a pretty one, dnd 
other writers, notably the present poet 
laureate, have confessed to sharing it 
with Elia. Butit must be a good deal 
harder nowadays to feel it than it was 
in the days of Lamb. Science has made 
tremendous strides since then and with 
éach stride has crushed some sentiment 
or belief dear to our ancestors. Science 
takes the well thumbed volume, forgets 
all the pathos in it and finds instead 
germs. And most people would confess. 
that sentiment comes a little dear when 
it carries typhoid or diphtheria along 
with it. 

Such, at avy rate, is the opinion of 
the authorities of the New York Public 
library. When the reservoir is removed 
from Bryant park and in its place is a 
splendid library, there will be a free 
lending department, as well as the read- 
ing rooms and reference library. Every 
inhabitant of New York of good charac- 
ter will be able to borrow books free of 
charge, and the Public library authori- 
ties have been for some time considering 
how the dangers inevitably resulting 
from circulating volumes in every part 
of the city may be avoided. Preventive 
measures are naturally out of the ques- 
tion. It would be as impossible to dis- 
cover whether every volume lent would 
be used by persons free from disenses as 
to prophesy wlcre such diseases were 
about to break out. Tho measures taken 
must be corrective, and the question 
resolved itself into an inquiry as to 
whether a satisfactory disinfectant could 
be found. 

For some time Dr. John S. Billings, 
director of the library, bas been ex- 
perimenting in order to discover a per- 
fect disinfectant. Last year Mr. Hor- 
ton, under Dr. Billings’ direction, con- 
ducted a series of experiments in the 
Jatter’s laboratory in PMiladelphia. A 
number cf old patent office reports were 
inoculated with a choice assortment of 
bacteria, and in a short time the books 
were full of germs of measles, scarlet 
fever, smallpox and other diseases. 

Triuls were then made of various 
germ dtstroying substances, aud as a 
result of the experiments Dr. Billings 
says tbat bo has a perfect disinfectant 
in the gas formaldehyde. Tho volume is 
placed in a glass or metal box with a sau- 
cerful of a solution of formalin in wa- 
ter, and left for au hour or two. At the 
end of that time tho vapor bas pene- 
trated into every particle of the book 
and nct a live germ can be found. 

The process will be used in the circu- 
lating department of the New York 
public library, und the patrons of the in- 
stitution may euse theil minds of any 
fear that the wolumeg: they borrow may 
bring the dreaded gérms of diphtheria 
or typhoid fever into their houses. 

Bibliophiles, too, will be glad to 
kvow that the formalin will destroy the 
croton bug, responsible for the ruin of 
so many fine bindings in this country. 
Ybe traditional bookworm is now a 
rari in America, but the croton bug 
has takc= ite place, and the collector of 
Le Gascc, =~ Groliers has in Dr. Bill- 
ings’ discovery a preventiyo of the rav- 
uges that the insect’s passion for mor- 
rocco and calfskin causes.—New York 
Tribane.

The democratic county convention, 
held in Salisbury last Monday, brought 
to town from all parts of the county 
an unusually large number of party 
men, besides the thirty delegates chos- 

en- three from each district—to make 
out the ticket. 

The large attendance was due, no 
doubt, to the absorbing interest in the 
clerkship, for which position there 
were in the field four avowed candi- 
dates—Mesers. Jas. T. Truitt, the pres- 
ent incumbent, Jesse D. Price, E. S. 
Toadvin, and Randolph Humphreys. 

In the primaries held Saturday, Mr. 
Truitt.carried his district, Parsons, so- 
lid, and Sharptown district elected 
Truitt delegates. Mr. Price contested 
Trappe and won. Quantico district 
was hotly fought for by veteran politi- 
cian Mr. L. J. Gale and Sehool Com- 
missioner A. L. Jones. Mr, Gale won 
by eight majority. Tyaskin, Nutters, 
Dennis and Salisbury sent compromise 
delegations. Pittsburg and Baron 
Creek came to town without instruc- 
tions. 

The convention was called at noon 
Monday, but many of-the districts rep- 
resentatives had crossed into the cor- 
poration by seven o’clock that morn- 
ing. Before eight o’clock the court 
house corriders and grounds presented 
an animated scene—candidates button- 
holing delegates, and delegates hold- 
ing animated discussions with their 
distinct leaders. All along Mr. Truitt 
had been, to use a sporting phrase, a 
favorite, but there is little doubt that 
opposition was strong enough to de- 
feat him. This failed, however, be- 
cause of the jealousies and misunder- 
standings among theinselves, and 
when the convention got down to 
work shortly after the noon hour, Mr. 

‘+ Truitt recelyed eighteen votes on the 
first ballot. Sixteen was enough to 
nominate. The votingin the conven- 
tion was as follows: 

For Clerk of the Court, James ‘t. 
Truitt, Jesse D. Price, and Ex-Senator 
E. Stanley Toadvin were named. On 
the first ballot Truitt received 18 votes, 
Price 6, and Toadvin 6. Truitt was de- 
clared the nominee. 

For Register of Wills, L. J. Gale, the 
present incumbent, was nominated on 
the second ballot, receiving 20° votes 
over Randolph Humphreys, who re- 
ceived 8; John W. Dashiell 4, and Rob- 
ert G. Robertson 3. 

For County Treasurer, Dr. H. Laird 
Todd, the present incumbent, was 
nominated by a rising vote. 

For Sheriff, John W. Dashiell was 
nominated, receiving 19 votes, while 
his opponents, James Eversman receiv 
ed 8 and P. M. Fooke 1. 

For House of Delegates, Minos A. 
Davis received 21 votes, John E. Tsy- 
lor 19 and J. W. P. Insley 21, and were 
declared the nominees. I. S. Bennett, 
J. W. Willing and H. W. Anderson re- 
ceived four votes each. 

For County Commissioners, A. W. 
Reddish received 20 votes, J. R. Farlow 
19 and Samuel P. Wilson a rising ma- 
jority, and were the nominees. 

For Surveyor, Peter S. Shockley re- 
ceived the nomination,

‘Shirt Factory Starts Up. 


The Factory of the Salisbury Shirt Com. 
pany Now in Operation. 


The factory of the Salisbury Shirt 
Co. started up last Tuesday, and is now 
in operation under the management of 
Geo. F. Pooley, general manager, and 
H. J. Phillips , assistant general man- 
ager. 

The building is 84x280 feet. The first 
floor of the main building contains the 
office, cutting room, and laundry room. 
| The cutting department is fitted out 

with all the latest machinery, the 
smaller parts of the garments being cut 
with dies, and the larger parts with a 
cutter run by electricity. The laundry 
department is supplied with machinery 
to wash one hundred and fifty dozen 
at a wash. The second floor will con- 
‘tain only the sewing machines. The 
work will stort with 175 machines to be 
„operated by ladies from Salisbury if 
sufficient labor can be secured. The 
capacity of the manufacturing depart- 
ment is about 2000 dozen per week, 
about half of which they have capacity 
to put through the laundry. 

The building will be lighted by 10 
aro lights and 200 sixteen candle power 
incandescent lamps, furnished with 
electricity from a dynamo in the build- 
ing. The building will be heated 

| throughout with steam, a contract hav- 
ing just been closed with Mr. Biddle of 
this city to putin the heating appara- 
tus. On the south side of the building 
is a side tract from the New York Phil- 
adelphia and Norfolk railroad, where 
material can be taken from cars direct- 
ly into the building, and merchandise 
taken out. The elevator is located on 
this side of the building, 

One hundred applications have been 
made already by ladies of the town and 
surrounding county for positions at the 
sewing machines, and there will be 
room for another hundred. Applica- 
tions for the positions can be made to 
the general manager, Mr. Pooley, or 
assistant general manager, Mr. H. J. 
Phillips. When the factory is in full 
operation the pay roll will be from 
$1,200.00 to $1,500.00 per weak. 

Mr. Pooley the general manager has 
the reputation of being one of the 
most successful shirt manufacturers 
known to the trade. He has now quite 
a number of orders waiting for him to 
start up. 

Much is due to Mr. H. J. Phillips the 
„assistant manager for his untiring ef- 
fort in the work of organizing the com- 
pany.

its general effects, grave doubts are ex- 
pressed. And certainly it is a curious 
thing to discover that since it has been 
80 widely discussed, hydrophobia has 
increased. The year after Pastuer prac- 
tised his preventive, for instance, the 
deaths from hydrophpbia in Paris leap- 
ed at once from four to twenty-four. 
Fifteen hundred persons were reported 
cured by this scientist. In this number 
were included, in 1898, fourteen hun- 
dréd Frenchmen—more persons, in 
other words, than have died of it in a 
century in the United States. 

Hydrophobia, a disease contracted 
from the rabies of animals, does, how- 
ever, exist. That it is rare has been 
proved. But the most efficacious rem- 
edy for it when it does appear, may be 
found in frequent vapor baths—seven 
will do the work—the perapiration ex- 
cited carrying off the poison in the sys- 
tem. 

Those of us who are timid, who fear 
to see our children play with doge in 
summer, will do well to learn to dis- 
tinguish certain symptoms of rabies. 
A mad dog for instance does not, as is 
popularly supposed, dread water. He 
is, on the contrary, apt to try and 
plunge all his head to his eyes in it. 
He does not froth at the mouth. It a 
dog’s mouth is covered with white 
froth, that dog is not mad.“ A thick, 
brown, ropy substance clings to the 
mad dog’s mouth. The mad dog, 
again, never runs about in agitation; 
if a dog barks, yelps, whines, or growls 
he is not mad. 

An immense amount of suffering 
and of cruelty as well, will be sayed 
for some of us this summer who bear 
in mind these hints.—Harper’s Bazar.

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HISTORY OF A SONG. 
“fhe Vacant Chair’ Had Its Origin In a 
War Incident. 

The New England Magazine is re- 
sponsible for the following story: Al- 
most every American is familiar with 
the song called “The Vacant Ohair.” 
thongh comparatively few know the 
nume of the author of the verses or tha 
circumstances which gave rise to their 
composition. A recent writer has given 
a sketch of Henry Stevenson Washburn 
of Boston, who wrote the words of The 
Vacant Chair,’’ and of Lieutenant John. 
William Grout of the Massachusetts 
volunteers, whose heroic death they 
commemorated. 

John William Grout was born in 
Worcester, Mass., in 1848, son’ of a 
well known and wealthy manufacturer. 
From the earliest age the boy manifest- 
ed intense love of things military, and 
distinguished himself at the Worcester 
Military academy, where he studied. 
At the outbreak of tho war his ability 
was at once recognized by the authori- 
ties, and he was commissioned second 
lieutenant in Company D of the Fif- 
teenth Massachusetts volunteers. He be- 
came very popular in the regiment and 
was in great demand as drillmaster. In 
the field the young lieutenant displayed 
conspicuous coolness and bravery, but 
his career was unfortunately very brief. 
He lost his life in the disastrous engage- 
ment which took place in October, 1861, 
near Poolsville, Md. 

Young Grout was intimate with the 
family of Mr, Washburn, being a warm 
friend of that gentleman’s son, and on 
the Thanksgiving following the young 
man’s death Mr. Washburn, sympathiz- 
ing with the family, which would- feel 
its bereavement doubly at that festival 
season, was inspired with some verses, 
which were afterward published under 
the name of The Vacant Chair’’ in 
the Worcester Spy and signed H. S. 
W.“ Theso verses met the eye of 
George F. Root of Chicago, who set 
them to music without any correspond- 
ence with the anthor, as the lines were 
not copyrighted. The song appeared as 
„The Vacant Chair. Words by H. S. 
W. Music by George F. Root. It at 
ouce appealed to the public, selling in 
enormous numbers. Mr. Washburn, who 
has been u prominent business man and 
was for some years in the house of rep- 
resentatives, is now 84 years old and 
lives in a beantiful home in the Aber- 
deen district of Boston. He has written 
many pretty and touching verses be- 
sides “The Vacant Ohair,“ and not 
long ago published a volume containing 
his principal poems.

Professor Watts 
states that during the hottest weather 
the temperature of a room may be run 
down and made pleasant by the use of 
this novel device. The new process was 
discovered by a college mate of the 
teacher of the Still Pond school. The 
cost-of operating the stove is very slight.

ZOLA TO HIS CRITICS. 


Bays He Knows Them Well Enough to 
Welte Their Roviews. 

Emile Zola dévotes a chapter to his 
\ critics in his last book, Le Nouvelle 
' Campagne.” The chapter which is en- 
l titled Tho Rights of the Oritio” is ad- 
dressed to Gaston Deschamps of Le 
Tempa. After admitting Deschamps’ 

contention that a oritic has a right to 
deal with a book under review as ho 
chooses, ho declares that tho oritic can- 
not escape responsibility it he abuses 
‘his right. On the other hand, Zola 
| claims the right to criticise the critic of 
a newspaper he has bought and paid 
| for—the newspaper, not the critic, He 
says on this point: 

“If my brother writers wished to 
| speak up, what charges we conld pro- 
| duco against the critics, We know them 
| all so well. We know the bonhomio of 

this one, the dilettantism of that one, 
| tho dogmatio austerity of another. In 
| regard to myself, if it is desired, Iam 
Í quite ready to write up tho reviews of 
| my next novel for each of our principal 
| critics and place the manusoript under 

cover in the hands of an attorney. You 

will see howe well I know them ono and 

all. I know their intentions toward mo. 
| As I am touching this subject I might 
j a8 well relate one of my experiences, 

not tho most virulent attack, but an or- 
dinary one. 

“On a certain dato a critic published 
in an evening paper (Le Temps) an ar- 
ticle entitled ‘The Case of M. Emile 
Zola,’ which read as follows: 

Zola belongs to the scurrilous and 
filthy minded press world—a ridiculous 
candidate forthoacademy. Zolaspends 
his time driving all over tho town in a 
cab and gets out only to visit an im- 
mortal. Whilo awaiting his coming 
Zola examines the furniture and takes 
note of tho general appearance of tho 
house, etc. Once in the pregenco of tho 
academician he asks him for his vote, 
menaces him, gupplicates him.“ 

The critic knows this to bo false. 
Ho has evidently ransacked tho letters 
of my old friend De Goncourt with tho 
intention of finding something abusive 
of me. Not yet satiated, the samo oritio 
has looked over a file of an old newspa- 
per to which Anatolo France used to 
contribute. The critic is now in clover. 
He bus found that Anatole Franco in 
reviewing my novel ‘Le Reve’ styled 
mo a ‘fonr logged animal.’ In tho samo 
article the sume amiable and upright 
critic fishes up somo articles Ferdinand 
Branetiers wrote about mo ten years 
ago, which are of an unfavorable na- 
ture, The samo critic then touches on 
moro delicate ground. He insinuates 
that I ‘was Alexandre Dumas’ enemy 
and to give moro weight to his insinun- 
tions ho uses certain lettera which 
passed between Dumas and mysclf.. 
That 1 had little quarrels with Dumas 
is true, but never anything serions. 
When I presented myself before the 
academy, Dumas gayo mo his vote and 
encouraged mo. Now, is this writer a 
critic or a dustman who collected a lot 
of dirty rags and wasto paper with in- 
tent to do mo harm!“ 


Knives and Pistols. 

I visited several of tho roformatory 
institutions to seo what was boing dono- 
for the younger boys in regard to minti- 
ual training. I fonnd very littlo sys- 
tematic instruction. Tho principal oc- 
cupations were caning chairs, knitting 
stockings by machinery and other pure- 
ly mechanical work. In nono of tho 
schools was there systematic instruction 
in manual training as it is now carried 
on in educational institutions, In fact, 
thero wero so many young boys who 
could not bo kopt busy at machine work 
that a largo part of the timo which 
might havo been usefully employed 
Wag spont in idleness. During theso 
lours the boys found occupations on 
their own account for their hands to do 
to a limited oxtent. 

In ono institution the boys had taken 
from their hatbands tho brond steel 
wires which kept them in shape, broken 
them into pieces from three to six inches 
in length, ground these upon the door- 
steps or walls of the buildings and used 
them as knives to whittle such bita of 
‘wood as they conld pick up about tho 
yard or secure from tho janitors when 
they made tho fires. They mado a han- 
qlo by winding on the ravelings of 
stockings or binding two bits of wood on 
either aide, Little boats, paper knives 
and household furniture woro radely 
shaped by these crude instrumente. 
Some of the boya were put there for 
wreoking trains, for burglary, ote,, and 
their tendencica were sometimes èx-

How Fast Wild Geeso Fly. 

During the three days ending March 
22 numerous flocks of geese were seen 
migrating northward, or, rather, north- 
eastward, since they were following the 
general trend of the coast line, which, 
in New England, is nearly northeast- 

Wurd north of Cape Cod. On the morn- 
ing of March 22, while A. E. Sweetland 
and I were measuring clouds at the ends 
of a base line 1,178.4 meters in length, 
extending from the Blue Hill Meteoro- 
logical observatory to the base of Blue 
hill, we succeeded in measuring, with 
our cloud theodolites, the height and the 
velocity of flight of one of theso flocks 
of geese. So rapid is the velocity of 
flight that the flock was visible to the 
observers only about two minutes, but 
during that time two sets of measure- 
ments were taken with the theodolites 
on the leader of the flock. 

The first measurements, at 8:49 a. m., 
were accurately taken at the observa- 
tory station, but were only approximate 
at the other station. The second meas- 
urements, at 8:50 a. m., were acourate 
and simultaneous at both stations, Us- 
ing the second set of observations at 
both stations for the height and the two 
sets of observations at the observatory 
station for the velocity, the caloulations 
gave the height as 905 feet above the 
Neponset river valley, of 960 feet above 
sen level and the velocity of flight as 
44.8 miles an hour. The direction of 
flight was from southwest to northeast. 

On a previous occasion we found a | 
flock of ducks flying from the northeast 
at a height of 958 feet with a velocity 
of 47.8 miles an hour.—H. Helm Olay-

FINEST PARK IN THE WORLD. 


What John Burroughs and Others Say of 
the Rock Creek Reservation. 

In his entertaining book Wake 
Robin, and in the chapter entitled 
“Spring at the Capital’? (pages 165-166), 
John Burroughs says: Outside of the 
city limita the great point of interest 
to the rambler and lover of nature is 
the Rock creek region. Rock-creek isa 
large, rough, rapid stream which has 
its source in the interior of Maryland 
and flows into the Potomac between 
Washington and Georgetown, Its course 
for five or six miles out of Washington 
is marked by great diversity of scenery. 
Flowing in a deep valley, which now 
and then becomes a wild gorge with 
overhanging rocks and high, precipitous 
headlands, for the most part wooded 

| —here reposing in long, dark reaches, 
there sweeping and hurrying around a 
certain bend or over a rocky bed; re- 
ceiving at short intervals. small rons 
and spring rivulets, which open up vis- 
tas and outlooks to the right and left 
of the most charming description—Rock 
creek bas an abundance of all the ele- 
ments that make up not only pleasing 
but wild and rugged scenery. There is 
perhaps not another city in the Union 
that ‘has on its very threshold so much 
natural beauty and grandeur, such as 
men seek for in remote forests and 
mountains, A few touches of art would 
convert this whole region, extending 
from Georgetown to what is known as 
Crystal springs, not more than two 
miles from the present state depart- 
ment, into a park unequaled by any- 
thing in the world. There are passages 
between these two points as wild aid 
savage and apparently as remote from 
civilization as anything one meets with 
in the mountain sources of the Hudson 
or the Delaware,’’—‘‘Life and Light.” 


Sugar Beets as Stock Food. 


Professor Shaw of the Minnesota uni- 
versity advises all farmers to try the. 
sugar beet, not so much in the hope of 
the wealth ftom the sugar for which 
he enthusidsts are looking us for knowl. 
edge they will gain of the value of the 
roots as food for his stock. The farm- 
er who grows them will find he may 
send them to n factory in bis own yards 
with considerable profit. 

The result of this agitation, he says, 
will be u knowledge of how to grow 
field roots, their value as food for stock 
and their service to the crops that follow 
in the improved cultivation given the 
land they occupy. 

“Any farmer,’’ he says, “who hrs 
grown and fed sugar beets to milj: 
cows or: other siock will never ngain 
willingly be without roots, and he will 
henceforth grow them, not sugar beets 
only, but othur more cheaply produced 
roots that are better relatively us to 
cost. A small patch devoted to ficld 
roots produces a large amount of food. 
Last summer the university farm grew, 

all told, three-fourths of an more of 
mangels and carrots, which gave an 
abundant supply for almost 100 sheep 
and lambs ali winter, and any one who 
„sees the lambs will not require fur. 
ther argument to convince him of thr, 
value of field roots.“ 


The King of Siam In Ceylon, 


A curions story reaches us from Cey- 
lon in connection with the king of 
Siam's recent visit. His majesty, with 
all the devotion of a pious Buddhist, 
expressed a desire to see the tooth relic 
iu the Dalada Maligawa ‘temple, in 
Kandy. A royal reception was accorded 
him. The king said bis prayers, and 
the priests went into ecstasies over his 
presents of robes and jewels. Every- 
thing went well until his majesty asked 
to be allowed to handle the precious 
relic, This the high priest politely but 
firmly declined. Royalty might look, 
but royalty mightn't touch. Royalty 
thereupon returned to his carriage in a 
huff, and his presents with him, to the 
no little confusion of the overzealous 
Unnanse. Considering that the sacred 
tooth was taken to Ceylon in a lady's 
hair, surely a king might touch it.— 
Westminster Gazette, - ‘ 
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Baroness Burdett-Contts, 

In the early years: of the banking 
house of Coutts many strange incidents 
occurred, Thomas Coutts about 1760 
married his brother’s housemaid, a 
farmer’s daughter named Elizabeth 
Starkey, in whom with a handsome 
countenance and: great good humor 
were united many rustio virtues. In 
course of time she acquired the manners 
and appearance of a gentlewoman and 
brought up her three daughters so well 


that with the help of their dowries Del 


they were able to make aristocratio al- 
lianves. 

Sophia, the eldest, was married to 
Sir Francis Burdett; Susan, the second, 
became Countess of Guildford, and 
Frances, the third, was made the wife 
of the first Marquis of Bute, 

But Mrs, Coutts showed symptoms 
of brain derangement iv ber later years 
and eventually died in 1815. Three 
months afterward Thomas Coutts, then 
75 years of uge, married as his second 
wife the famous actress Harriet Mellon. 

It was for her that Holly Lodge, on 
Highgate hill, was bought and stocked 
with horses, carriages and luxurious 
forniture. 

Thomas died in 1822, leaving bis 
wife in unrestrained possession of all 
his personal and landed property ns well 
as a large share in the annual profits of 
the banking house, 

When, some time afterward, Mr. 
Coutts became Duchess of St. Albans, 
she took care to secure her vast fortune 
in her own hands, and at her death left 
it to Mr. Contts' favorite granddaughter, 
the present Baroness Burdett-Contts.— 
Strand Muguzine. 


The Palmetto State. 


The Charleston News and Conrier 
thus explains the origin of South Caxo- 
lina’s nickname, -the--Palmatto. State: 
Ou June 28, 1776, a force of less than 
100 Carolinians under command of 
Moultrie, protected by the rude fortifi- 
cation on Sullivan's island, in Charles- 
ton harbor, made of the trunks of the 
palmetto, repulscd the attacks of a 
British fleet uvder command of Sir 
Peter Parker, and when the state of 
South Carloina was organized the state 
seal, which was first used in May, 1777, 
Was made to commemorate this victory. 
A palm tree growing erect on the sen- 
shore represeuts the strength of the 
fort, while ut its base an oak tree torn 
from the ground aud deprived of its 
branches recalls the British fleet, built 
of onk tiniber, overcome by the pal- 
metto.

asked by the court to state how he kept 
‘Keating in confinement and what lib- 
erties he allowed him. The sheriff 
admitted that he had prepared a room 
in the residence portion of the jail for 
the accommodation of the prisoner and 
that it had been furnished very com- 
fortably, but claimed that while this 
room was not strictly speaking a- pris- 
on cell, he regarded it as a part of the 
prison, as it had been used for purpos- 
es of confinement on several occasions 
in years past. The sheriff further stat- 
ed that the newspaper reports were 


` | greatly exaggerated and that he had 


not allowed Keating to go to his home 
more than three or four times and that 
he or his deputy always accompanied 
him. These visits were for the purpose 
of allowing the prisoner to change his 
clothing or take a bath. 

= After the sheriff’s testimony Judge 
Page told him that he had no right to 
counsel, but that as he had brought 
Messrs. Brown and Goldsborough with 
him the court would,through courtesy, 
allow them to argue this case. Messrs. 
Goldsborough and Brown made an able 
defense, claiming that as Keating was 
confined in Queen Anne jail this court 
had no juriediction over the action of 
the sheriff of that county. This was 
the substance of the argument. 

The case was submitted and Judge 
Page, in rendering the decision of the 
court, very ably expluined the law. He 
said the court in this case did have au- 
thority over sheriff Wooleyhand; that 
in carrying out the sentence of the 
court he was an officer of this court as 
much as he was an officer of the Queen 
Anpe court; that as Mr. Kenting was 
sentenced by this court, no other power 
could compel the sheriff to carry out 
that sentence; that if such power did 
not lay with the court imposing the 
sentence then the sheriff could set the 


prisoner free. Judge Page stated that 


the sheriff had no right to tahe the pris 
oner out of confinement for any pur- 


- | pose whatever; that the law made no | 


provision for supplying prisoners with 
luxuries, such ns nicely furnished 
rooms, baths, etc., and that Mr. Keat- 
ing must share the sam. confinement 
as other prisoners of the jail. If the 
prison was unclean and unhealthy this 
was no fault of the court. Judge Page 
further stated that a prisoner under 
sentence could not be brought from 
jail even to testify before a court, ex- 
cept by process of habeas corpus. He 
took into consideration that Sheriff 
Wolleyhand had no intention of viol- 
ating the law and imposed a fine of $20 
on the sheriff to te committed to Cam- 
bridge jail umil the fine was paid. 

The sheriff walked up to the clerks’ 
office und settled. The decision will 
put an end to the sheriff's of the var- 
ious counties giving liberties to prison- 
ers in future. Sheriff's of Dorchester 
have for years past violated the law in 
this respect and cases have been known 
here and in adjoining counties of sher- 


iffs tuking prisoners out to work upon 
their farms.
